A FURIOUS DEBATE IN 
THE ROUSE OF COMMONS 


John Dillon Suspended for In- 
sulting Mr. Chamberlain. 


Government and Opposition Members 
Exchange Bitter Remarks Re- 
garding the Boer War.

LONDON, March 21.—The debate 
the House of Commons yesterday, which 
reached the climax of interest when John 
Dillon, having called the Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain ‘a damned liar,” 
and, having been requested by the Speak- 
er to withdraw, did so amid the boister- 
ous cheers of some of his Irish associates, 
was one of the fiercest and angriest of 
the present session. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman began 
the debate, on the calling up of the 
South African Loan bill, with one of the 
most direct and forcible speeches he has 
ever made, taking the Government to 
task for carelessness in its conduct of 
the war and for either its inability or 
unwillingness to answer important ques- 
tions in the House of Commons regard- 
ing the campaign. Then, by insinuation, 
the Liberal leader accused the Govern- 
ment of favoring the gold mine owners, 
because it has asked them to prepare a 
report on matters relating to the mines. 

Mr. Chamberlain was evidently angry 
when he rose to reply, and the occupants 
of all the Government benches were in a 
resentful mood, while the members of 
the Opposition were equally excited. 

The Speaker politely intervened once 
between Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
and Mr. Chamberlain, deciding that the 
Phrase “ malignant slanders,’’ used by 
both of them, was unparliamentary. 

Mr. Dillon's interjection of “Traitors!” 
when Mr. Chamberlain praised the 
burghers who are helping the British led 
to the easy retort that Mr. Dillon was 
“a good judge of traitors.’”’ Then fol- 
lowed Mr. Dillon’s vulgar characteriza- 
tion of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, and the suspension of the 
blatant member for Hast Mayo, only 
forty-eight members voting against it. 

When the debate was resumed in the 
evening the acrimony continued. It was 

“declared by one member that the 
speeches of Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man had cost the country thousands of 
lives. 

‘Arthur B. Markham (Liberal, Notting- 
hamshire,) declared that all the news 
from South Africa printed in London, 
except by one newspaper, came from 
employes of capitalists in South Africa. 
He was called to order. 

The Speaker refused to declare out of 
order a member who intimated that the 
pro-Boers in Parliament rejoiced at Brit- 
ish defeats and the maiming and muti- 
lation of their countrymen, which re- 
mark caused horrified expostulation from 
David Lloyd-George (Radical) and John 
Redmond, (leader of the Irish Nation- 
alists.)

LONDON, March 21.—One of the liveliest 
scenes witnessed in the House of Commons 
since the palmiest days of the Irish Na- 
tionalists ended yesterday afternoon with 
the suspension of John Dillon. 

In a discussion on South African affairs, 
the Liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, vigorously protested against 
the Government’s conduct in uttering 
*‘malignant slanders,” by calling the Lib- 
erals ‘‘pro-Boers.” These slanders, Sjr 
Henry said, were used for party purposes. 
The Government, which had been going 
from blunder to blunder, claimed immunity 
from criticism, and if this continued it 
would follow “the precedent of the evil 
days of the American war."’ The speaker 
proceeded to give a bitter, detailed criticism 
of the Government's treatment of the 
Boers and its miscalculations. He declared 
that the honor and interests of the coun- 
try were just as dear to the Liberals as to 
the most supercilious defender of the Gov- 
ernment’s policy, and that the Liberals 
would continue to protest in the name of 
the righteous and generous traditions of 


the nation against the methods of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in the course of an 
equally incisive reply, said he desired de- 
liberately to accuse Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman of losing no opportunity o 
slandering his countrymen, the soldiers, and 
the Government. Consequently, the “ ma- 
lignant slanders”’ had come from the Op- 
position side. 

The Speaker here intervened, and de- 
clared that the term “ malignant slander ”

mark. Such unparliamentary language 
seemed to stun the House. 

The Speaker invited Mr. Dillon to with- 
draw the expression, but Mr. Dillon said: 

“TI will not withdraw.” 

“Then I must name you,” the 
Speaker. 

The Government leader, the Right Hon. 
A. J. Balfour, then said: 

“TF te! to move that Mr. Dillon be sus- 
pended from service in the House.” 

The motion was carried by 248 to 48 
votes. 

Mr. Dillon immediately, by direction of 
the Speaker, left the House, amid wild Na- 
tionalist cheers, and Mr. Chamberlain re- 
sumed his speech. Mr. Dillon’s suspension, 
under the present rules, cannot exceed a 
week. His offense would have veen much 
more severely dealt with had the new rules 
been in force. 

The ejection of Mr. Dillon did not serve 
to clear the atmosphere, and the remainder 
of the debate was filled with personal 
allusions and unpleasant exchanges, the 
nature of which would have excited com- 
ment had they not been discounted by the 
first explosion. 

David Lloyd-George bitterly attacked the 
Government, drawing a harrowing picture 
of the conditions in South Africa. He 
charged the War Office with pigeonholing 
important information. 

Sir Charles Cayzer (Conservative) inter- 
rupted Mr. Lloyd-George, saying the latter 
was playing to the pro-Boers, whereupon 
Mr. Lloyd-George characterized the inter- 
ruption as ‘‘an insolent remark.’ This 
caused confusion in the House and cries of 
“ Withdraw!’ John Redmond appealed to 
the Chair, and Sir Charles’ reluctantly 
withdrew his statement. 

Walter R. Plummer (Conservative) and 
Mr. Redmond then had an altercation, and, 
after more disorder, Mr. Lioyd-George suc- 
ceeded in finishing his speech with the re- 
mark that he did not know who was re- 
sponsible for all the errors and incompe- 
tence in South Africa, but that the men 
who had profited by these conditions now 
sat upon the Government bench. 

Mr. Brodrick, the Secretary of State for 
War, replied to Mr. Liovd-George with a 
long defense of the War Office.

RUSSO-PERSIAN AGREEMENT. 


Concession for a Road from Tabriz to 
Teheran Granted in Return for 
a $5,150,000 Loan.

LONDON, March 21.—The Times says 
it understands that a telegram from Te- 
heran has been received in well-informed 
quarters in London to the effect that the 
Persian Government has concluded an 
agreement with Russia by which Persia 
receives a new loan of 10,000,000 rubles, 
($5,150,000.) 

Persia will give to Russia, in return, a 
concession for a new road from Tabriz 
to Teheran. 


In September, 1901, it was semi-officially 
announced at Tiflis that work had been 
begun at several points on a “* Russo- Per- 
sian Railway,”’ to run from Julfa to Tabriz 
and Hamadan. The plan includes a line to 
Teheran, and prospective connection to the 
Euphrates Valley. Russia has also made 
arrangements to connect certain Persian 
towns with the Trans-Caspian line. 

Tabriz is the most important city of 
Northwest Persia, and not far from the 
Russian frontier. It is the residence of the 
heir-apparent to the Persian throne, and 
the seat of Turkish, Russian, and British 
Consul Generals. Its population is now 
nearly 200,000. 

There is almost as much competition oe- 
tween Great Britain and Russia for con- 
eessions for roads in Persia as for rail- 
ways. 


A GERMAN PAPER IN PARIS,

LONDON, March 21.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says a German 
newspaper, to be called the Pariser Zei- 
tung, is about to be published in the 
French capital. The first issue will ap- 
pear in April. The object of the paper 
will be to promote commercial and so- 
cial relations between French and Ger- 
mans. No German paper has hitherto 
been published in France. 


CHINESE STUDENTS IN JAPAN.

ROULETTE SWINDLE CHARGED. 


Westminster Hotel Guest Tells Police 
that He Lost $2,000. 

Henry W. Poster of the Westminster 
Hotel, a man of good appearance, whose 
business is not known, complained to Capt. 
Sheeehan @f the West Thirtieth Street 
Station yesterday that he had been swindled 
out of $2,000 at roulette. 

Capt. Sheehan, on Foster's complaint, ar- 
rested two men who said they were Walter 
G. Miller, thirty-five years old, a salesman 
of 210 West Eighty-fourth Street, and John 
W. Smith, twenty-nine years, a broker of 


39 West One Hundred and Twenty-seventh 
Street. Both are men of prosperous ap- 
pearance. , , 

Poster declared that Miller, whom he had 
known for twenty years, took him yester- 

y to a house in West Twenty-seventh 
Street, where he saw Smith in front of a 
roulette wheel. Poster played, and says 
that in two hours he found himself out 
$2,000. He says the other men expressed 
sincere sorrow for him, and promised to 
meet him yesterday at the Westminster 
Hotel and show him a way of getting his 
money back. Poster says he promised, but 
esent it better to inform Capt. Sheehan 
irst. 

Miller and Smith went to the Westmin- 
ster Hotel, at Sixteenth Street and Irving 
Place, yesterday afternoon, and detectives 
sent down by Capt. Sheehan arrested them. 
They were locked up in the West Thirtieth 
Street Station on a charge of larceny pre- 
ferred by Poster.

Bridges Down. Streets in Dark- 
ness, Lives in Danger. 


Fear That Worse Will Come—Most 


Destructive Disaster Since 


Freshet of 1846.

BANGOR, Me., March 20.—Bangor suf- 
fered to-night the greatest disaster by flood 
since the city was inundated in the great 
freshet of 1846. Great damage has already 
been done, and vastly greater damage is 
threatened Ever since last December, 
when the river closed, there have been 
fears of trouble this Spring when the ice 
began to move, and to a large extent these 
fears have been realized. 

The river did not freeze smoothly, and 
the American Ice Company's tugs were en- 
gaged for a week in December trying to 
clear out an immense jam of broken ice 
that choked the river below Bangor. The 
attempt was unsuccessful, and all Winter 
the river has been filling up with so-called 
anchor ice, the mass in places extending 
to the bottom of the river. Within a few 
days there have been heavy rains, and 
these have so swollen the river as to set 
the ice jams and masses of logs that were 
frozen in last Fall moving. 

At 5:15 P. M. to-day a big jam from above 
the city moved down and stopped opposite 


the wharves, causing the river to back up 
and flood the lower streets several feet 
deep, driving people from their houses 
along the river front and filling the base- 
ments of stores up to the beams. Most 
stocks of goods had been removed in an- 
ticipation of a freshet, but many thousands 
of dollars’ worth were still in the base- 
ments when the flood came, and these 
goods are for the most part ruined. 

Boats are In use in Lower Broad Street, 
and every truckman in the city has been 
busy to-night hauling goods from stores to 
places of safety. The water works have 
been shut down, owing to the pumping sta- 
tion being flooded out. Suburban car lines 
are under water, and the trains from the 
| East that arrived to-night are stalled just 
above the station, the cars standing up to 
the floors in water. 

The most serious disaster occurred at 

9 o'clock to-night. A jam above the Maine 

Coal Railroad Bridge across the Penobscot 

Started, carrying away a pier and two 

spans of the bridge, and thus cutting off 

all railroad communication with Mount 

Desou and Washington County. The jam 
and stations of the wrecked bridge crashed 
down against the big wooden toll bridge, 
earrying away the middle section of that, 
and thus cutting off all communication be- 
tween the cities of Bangor and. Brewer. 

When the railroad bridge went down the 
toll bridge was crowded with people watch- 
ing the flood, and these hearing the crash 
made a mad rush for the shores. Whether 
or not all got ashore is not known, and a 
frantic search is now being made by friends 
and relatives of the supposed lost ones. 
Many Bangor people were caught in 
‘Brewer and vice versa, so that it cannot 
be told how many if any went down with 
the bridge. The only means of communi- 
cation between the cities is by megaphone 
as all wires went with the bridge. 

Many storehouses were swept away with 
contents, and the whole river is strewn 
with wreckage, including millions of feet 
of logs and lumber. 

The city’s streets are in darkness, the 
lighting plant having been flooded out, 
and it is difficult to estimate the extent of 
the damage,. which, however, is large, pos- 
sibly several hundreds of thousands. Should 
the remaining jam above come down, the 
disaster would be infinitely greater. 

Between Bangor and open water, below, 
there are 5 miles of ice, part of it the orig- 
inal formation and part of it jams 10 to 15 
feet deep, in places 20 feet. At midnight 
the whole city is on the watch for further 
disaster. 


M. SANTOS-DUMONT’S PLANS. 


Interview with the Aeronaut—He 
Is Going to Bring Part of His 
Airship Here. 

March 20.—M. Santos-Dumont, in 
an interview here to-night, appeared very 
enthusiastic concerning his approaching 
trip to the United States, whither he will co 
on his initiative. M. Santos-Dumont 
said: 

“Yes; after some negotiations I have de- 
cided to go to St. Louis and assist in draw- 
ing up the rules for the aerial contests of 
1903. I shall be accompanied by my Secre- 
tary and my chief mechanic. I shall take 
with me, as far as New York, the forty- 
five horse-power motor, the framework, and 
the two propellers of my balloon No. 7. 
From New York I shall proceed to St. 
Louis to confer with the Exposition au- 
thorities regarding the contests. 

‘“*My idea is to make a sort aerial 
track, say fifteen miles in circumference, 
around St. Louis, marked by captive bak 
loons and visible for the whole distance 
from the exposition grounds, which are to 
form the starting and finishing points. 
‘lhere should be a series of races varying 
in distance from one to several times 
around the track. But I am strongly in 
favor of establishing one big race, a sort 
ot aerial Grand Prix, with a $100,000 prize. 

“This would be a great stimulus to com- 
petition, and should attract a number of 
the inventors of the various systems of 
dirigible balloons. I shall certainly partici- 
pate in the contests, and I hope to meet 
many rivals. 3 E 

**T have a number of other ideas, which 
I believe will contribute to the success of 
the tournament, but I reserve them for 
discussion with the authorities. 

“I expect to spend altogether about a 
fortnight in America, during which time 
the mechanical part of my balloon will be 
put together at New York. I shall investi- 
gate the possibilities of a contest at New 
York in the Autumn, and if I find the prize 
offered to be a sufficient amount I shall 
return and try to win it, as 1 did the 
Deutsch prize.”’ 

When asked how large this prize should 
be, M. Santos-Dumont replied: 5 

**T think it ought to be about 500,000f., be- 
cause my expenses will be heavy. It will 
cost about 100,000f. to build a balloon shed. 
I shall not return to New York, unless a 
prize be offered for competition. The ex- 
penses would be too heavy for me to go 
simply to give displays, and I do not wish 
to go at the expense of anybody else. 

“If no price is offered I shall leave the 
mechanical parts of my balloon at New 
York until the St. Louis Exposition opens. 
I shall return to London to compete for 
the prize offered there, for the race to Bir- 
mingham, with my No. 6. Then, at the end 
of July, if a sufficient prize is offered, I 
shall take the envelope of my No. 7 balloon 
to New York and remain there a couple of 
months.”

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GRASPED A LIVE WIRE 
DESPITE CROWD’S WARNING. 


Brooklyn Man Instantly Shocked to 
Death—Onlookers Who Rushed to 
Aid Him Narrowly Escaped 
His Fate. 


Frank Campbell, thirty years old, a 
produce dealer, who lived in the Glenwood 
Hotel, Williamsburg, was instantly killed 
last night in sight of many persons by an 
electric light wire, which had fallen at 
Berry and North Thirteenth Streets, while 
several men who went to his assistance 
nearly met with the same fate. 

As there are open lots on both sides of 
Berry Street, it is kept brightly illuminated 
at night with arc lights. One of the wires 
which extend diagonally across the street, 
broke yesterday afternoon from some un- 
known cause, and one end fell to the street. 


As the power of the electric light company 
had not at that hour been turned on, a 
number of boys amused themselves swing- 
ing the wire. They desisted toward even- 
ing only a few minutes before the nity 
current was sent along the wires. Vith 
the turning on of the electsicity a blue 
flame shot out of the end of the wire, burn- 
ing off the insulation, and the wire began 
to squirm about the street, attracting the 
attention of many people. 

While the crowd was _ watching this, 
Campbell came along in a light wagon, and 
was warned of the danger. Taking no 
heed of the warning ones, he slipped from 
the vehicle and took hold of the end of 
the wire, presumably with the intention of 
moving it out of the way. At least 1,000 
volts of electricity shot through his body, 
ang with a shriek he dropped to the pave- 
ment, dead. A cry of horror arose from 
thé crowd, while several men ran to his 
assistance, believing that he was still alive. 
In their efforts to remove him to a nearby 
store several came in contact with the 
wire, and received slight shocks. When 
Aumblance Surgeon Waygandat of the Bast 
ern District Hospital arrived he said the 
man had been killed instantly. 

The body was removed to the Bedford 
Avenue Police Station. The power house 
of the electric light company was notified, 
and, after the current had been shut off, 
the wire was strung again. 


HELD FOR $60,000 THEFTS. 


Three Men Arrested for Using the 
“Branch Store” System. 


The “‘ branch store”’’ business had a new 
development last evening, when three ar- 
rests were made for, as is alleged, utilizing 
this system to obtain goods without paying 
for them. 

The prisoners, who gave the names of 
Solomon Silverman, Max Zutty, and Isaac 
Goldovitz, were arrested by Detectives Mc- 
Conville and Savage and locked up at Po- 
lice Headquarters. It was said there last 
night that other arrests might follow. 

The prisoners locked up last night had 
gotten away with goods to the amount of 
$60,000, the complainants charged. The 


scene of their operations was mainly in 
the tenement house districts of the east 
side. Here it was said the prisoners had 
opened a number of small stores separated 
by a few blocks from each other, with so- 
called branches in other parts of the city. 
These stores were primarily grocery stores, 
but sold a large variety of goods. 

At Police Headquarters last night it was 
said that the largest commercial item in 
the bill against the prisoners was coffee, of 
which they purchased large quantities, and, 
it is charged, sold it at once without pay- 
ing the wholesale merchants from whom 
the original purchfises had been made. The 
disappearance of the goods and the trans- 
fer otf them from one small store to an- 
other were facilitated by the number ot 
thése establishments owned by the prison- 
ers. 

Much of the goods, it was said, had been 
removed at night, and some of the small 
stores had only remained in existence for 
a few weeks. one month's rent being paid 
in advance, and the store having disap- 
peared when the next month had arrived. 

The complainant against the prisoners 1s 
the law firm of Blumenstiel & Higsch of 302 
Broadway, who et a number of peo- 
ple, principally wholesale grocery houses, 
that, it is charged, have been defrauded of 
goods by the “ branch store’’ system. The 
prisoners, it was said last night, did busi- 
ness with their customers on a strictly 
cash basis, and that none of the stores 


they opened was large or on a prominent | 


street. 

While Silverman and Goldovitz operated 
in New York, Zutty did business in Brook- 
lyn, his address being 78 Flushing Ave- 
nue. The “ branch-store’’ business is said 
to have had extensive ramifications on 
the other side of the East River, working 
with a system in the Borough of Manhat- 
tan, which greatly facilitated the exchange 
of goods and the rapid disappearance 
‘stores’ from localities where they an- 
nounced themselves upon their advent as 
having “‘ come to stay.’ 

It is also said that these small stores fre- 
quently undersold their competitors on the 
same block or in the immediate neighbor- 
hood, which was explained by the state- 
ment last night that they could easily do 
so, as most of the goods cost them nothing. 
This system, however, aroused the ire of 
the local grocers, who found themselves up 
against a new form of competition that 
they did not understand. 

All three of the prisoners were bailed out 
last night, furnishing $1,000 bail each. It 
was said at Police Headquarters that there 
were a number of civil suits against the 
prisoners. Nothing could be learned as to 
how many other arrests were likely to fol- 
low on the same charge or what the total 
amount of the alleged frauds might be. 


RATE WAR IN KLONDIKE NEAR. 


Pool of Big Trading Companies Has 
Been Broken—Prices Already 


Lower.

TACOMA, Washington, March 20.—The 
big trading companies on the Yukon River, 
which last year operated together through 
the medium of 
Company and the Northern Commercial 
Company, have dissolved partnership. The 


managers of the North American Trans- 
portation and Trading Company, the Alaska 
Exploration Company, and the Alaska 
Commercial Company, at Dawson, have an- 
nounced that their respective 
will this Summer carry on their business 
entirely independent of each other. 

The breaking of the pool is regarded as a 
certain indication of a rate war on the 
Lower Yukon. Contracts for delivering 
merchandise at Dawson and other Yukon 
camps are reported to have already been 
taken at much lower prices than those 
prevailing last year. The dissolving of the 
combine affects over one-hundred steam- 
ers on the Upper and Lower Yukon. The 
Whit Pass Railway has been unable to 
y»urchase steamers of its rival, the Klondike 
Navigation Company, on the Upper Yukon. 
Last year’s rate war between Dawson and 
White Horse is thus certain to be continued.

In return for the lease the Interurban 
is to pay dividends amounting to 7 per 
cent. per annum on the existing capital 
stock of the company, and upon such ad- 
ditional capital stock, which may be issued 
with the written consent of the Interur- 
ban. These dividends are to be paid quar- 
terly, and they are to be guaranteed by the 
Interurban,

ny, dated May 15, 1008, to secure an 

sue of $50,000,000, face value, 4 per cent. 
first consolidated mortgage bonds of the 
Third Avenue Railroad Company, and the 
Interurban covenants that it will not trans- 
fer, assign, or encumber the shares of 
stock acquired under this lease of the 
Third Avenue Railroad Company. 

The Interurban is to furnish the Metro- 
politan with $23,000,000 for the purpose of 
vying the unfunded debt of the Metropol- 
tan, and to provide expenditures for other 
vurposes; $5,000,000 of this is to be paid 
n forty days after the approval of the 
lease by the stockholders, and payments 
of $5,000,000 or more are to be made upon 
thirty days’ notice. 

After various stipulations it is finally 
provided that nothing in the lease shall 
prevent the consolidation or merger of the 
lessee with any other corporation, or any 
transference of its property, provided that 
no such transfer or lease shall be made 
without the consent of the lessor. Pro- 
vision is also made for settlement of any 
difference which may arise by arbitration 
of three disinterested persons

SUIT TO PREVENT THE DEAL. 


Isidor Wormser, Jr., Calls Scheme to 


Lease the Road Fraudulent. 

Isidor Wormeser, Jr., filed in the Supreme 
Court yesterday a summons and complaint 
in a suit he has brought against the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Company to have 
the action of the majority stockholders of 
that company in raiifying the lease of the 
road to the Interurban Street Railway 
Company declared void and illegal. © Mr. 
Wormser also asks for an injunction re- 
straining the carrying out of the terms of 
the lease pending the trial of his suit. 

He alleges that the scheme for leasing 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company's 
property is fraudulent, and against the in- 
terests of the general stockholders of the 
company. Mr. Wormser says that he is 
the owner of 1,000 shares of stock of the 
defendant company, and that in bringing 
the suit he is acting for himself and others 
who own thousands of shares. 

The complaint continues: 


The plaintiff further alleges, on information 
and belief, that certain persons, some of whom 
are Directors of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company, acting and combining together with 
other persons whose names are not known to 
this plaintiff, have designed and entered into a 
gcheme for the purpose of diverting @ portion

of the earnings of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company from its stockholders, and of ap- 
plying the earnings so diverted to their own 
benefit and advantage. 


It refers to a circular letter issued by 
ent H. H. Vreeland on Feb. 14 last, 
by which it is alleged it is intended to 
provide $25,000,000 required to pay_the un- 
funded debt of the Third Avenue Railroad 
Company, and then goes into the proposed 
lease at great length. The plaintiff then 
Says: 

That by the operation of the said plan the en- 
tire difference between the rental value of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company and the 
actual rental value of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company, including all its leased prop- 
erty, to be derived from Its actual future earn- 
ings will pass to the Interurban Street Rallway 
Company, and that such difference will thus 
be diverted from the stockholders of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company, and thus in a 
large part or measure be secured for the pro- 
moters of the scheme or plan aforesaid. 


The complaint concludes with the state- 
ment that the proposed plan would be a 
fraud upon the minority stockholders for 
the following reasons: 


1. It limits the rental of the Metropolitan 
Sireet Railway Company's property to 7 per 
cent., While the actual earnings exceed this sum 
an. are increasing. 

2. Want of security on rental, and that the 
Interurban Street Railway Company's stock- 
holders would get the excess of 7 per cent. 

3. The right to lay tracks was given to thé 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company either by 
ussent of property owners or a court proceeding, 
in lieu thereof, and thus constituted obligations 
and privileges which cannot be devolved upon an 
irresponsible company. 

4. The privilege given to the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company's stockholders to sub- 
scribe for Metropolitan Securities Company stock 
is in effect a bribe to secure the approval of 
two-thirds of the stockholders, and is in viola- 
tion of the rights of those who do not approve 
of the scheme. 


REFORM CLUB’S REPORT. 


Investigation Into the Affairs of the 


Metropolitan Road. 

The Committee on City Affairs for the 
Reform Club through its Secretary, M. R. 
Maltbie, has made a report of its investi- 
gation into the affairs of the Metropolitan 
Railway Company in connection with the 
proposed new lease. The report says in 
part: 

After an investigation by experts consisting of 
a lawyer, an accountant, and an economist, we 
find the following facts, viz.: That the vaiue of 
the physical property, or the original cost, in 
other words, of the Metropolitan Street Railway, 


and the companies consolidated with the same, 
to be $60,000,000; that the stocks and bonds out- 


standing are $160,000,000 at par value; the mar- | 


ket value is $220,000,000; on this $160,000,000 
they are not paying the city any taxation, the 
tax being on the original! cost. 

In addition to these $160,000,000 in excess of the 
original value, they now propose to issue $65,- 
000,000 more, which is nothing but watering 
the stock. This watering is done to distract the 
public attention from the unusual amount of 
dividends which are paid. When unusual divi- 
dends are paid the public attention is attracted 
to the stock paying them, and there is straight- 
way a ery for municipal ownership. The com- 
pany hopes by this watering of $65,000,000 to 
bring the dividends down to a normal size. 

If the water was squeezed out of the Metro- 
politan Company they could still pay all oper- 
ating expenses and fixed charges on a capitaliza- 
tion of 860,000,000, pay a dividend of 8 per 
cent. and still give 3-cent fares, 

The committee says its only object in making 
this report is that the city may determine the 
tax which is due it on the stocks of this com- 
pany. 


BROOKLYN RAPID TRANSIT PLAN 


Stockholders Agree to Eventual Conver- 
sion of New $150,000,000 Bond 
Issue Into Stock. 

An unexpected feature of the plan for a 
new bond issue of $150,000,000 for the 
Brooklyn Rapid ‘Transit Railroad was 
brought forward at the meeting of stock- 
holders called to ratify the scheme yester- 
day. Prat feature was to make these new 
bonds convertible into stock within two 
years, and after not more than twelve years 
subsequent to their issue. This plan, as well 
as the general scheme, was ratified, how- 

ever. 

At the meeting 392,436 shares of the capi- 
tal stock of the company were represented. 
Most of the proxies were held by the Flow- 
er, Brady, Harriman, and Porter interests, 
Messrs. Brady and Porter being present 
personally. The only vote against the pro- 
posal was cast by A. Sartoris, who holds 
349 shares of the Union Elevated Railroad 
stock. He asked that his protest against 
the issue be recorded, and such was done, 

Horace C, Duvai.made the formal Prpr 
posal of the bond issue in a resolution. 

D. H. Valentine then proposed the plan 
to allow the bonds to be convertible. If the 
amount of stock outstanding and available 
should not be sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of the conversion of the bonds, 
the shareholders were to be able to increase 
th capital stock of the company to any nec- 
esSary extent. 

It was further decided at the meeting to 
amend the by-laws so as to provide for the 
holding of the annual meeting of the com- 
pany on the last Friday of January of each 

It was also decided to divide the 
Board of Directors into three classes—Class 
1 is to serve for one year, Class 2 for two 
years, and Class 3 for three years. Four 
Directors will constitute each class. 

The bond issue which was ratified yes- 
terday was first proposed on Feb. 12. The 
bonds are to bear interest not exceeding 4 
per cent. Nearly half of the issue will be 
required to refund the outstanding indebt- 
edness of $61,065,000. It is understood that 
only a small amount of the new bonds will 
be issued at once. None of the issue will 
be of the short-term variety.

COMPANY'S HOLDINGS 


Over 800,000 of 1,230,000 Issued 
Shares of Great Northern. 


A DEAL THAT NEARLY FAILED 


Testimony of George W. Perkins and 
Col. W. P, Clough Before the Com- 
mission in Anti-Merger Suit. 


For the first time official information 
was made public yesterday as to the exact 
relations between the Northern Securities 
Company and the majority of the stock of 
the Great Northern Railroad. At the hear- 
ing before the commission which is exam- 
ining witnesses in the Minnesota suit of 
Peter Power to dissolve the merger, Col. 
W. P. Clough, Fourth Vice President of the 
Northern Securities Company, testified that 
the combination held about 500,000 shares 
absolutely and had the custody of 300,000 
or 400,000 which had not yet been formally 
transferred. 

The total capitalization of the Great 
Northern, according to Col. Clough, is 
$125,000,000, of which about $123,000,000 has 
been issued. According to his testimony 
the Northern Securities Company has about 
$80,000,000 or $90,000,000 of this stock in its 
possession, and has issued Northern Securi- 
ties stock in payment for it even in the 
case of the shares which have not yet been 
transferred on the books of the Great 
Northern Railroad. 

It has been generally understood that the 
Northern Securities Company would make 
the contention that it has not combined the 
Great Northern and the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, and that only the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad was absolutely controlled by 
the combine. It is thus disclosed that the 
Northern Securities does not technically 
own a majority of Great Northern stock, 


although its real holdings are more than a 
majority. 

George W. Perkins of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co, testified at length concern- 
ing the dealings of that firm in the North- 
ern Securities Company matter. He said 
that he himself conducted the negotiations 
for the exchange of $75,000,000 or $80,000,- 
000 of Northern Pacific stock owned by the 


; Union Pacific interests, for stock in the 


Northern Securities Company. He said 
that the consummation of this exchange 
barely escaped failure. 

The day’s hearing was in the United 
States Circuit Court room in the Post 
Office Building. William A. Lancaster of 
Minneapolis was in the chair, and he was 
assisted by A. W. Bulkley and M. H. Bou- 
telle, two Western lawyers. J. P. Morgan 
& Co. were represented by Francis Lynde 
Stetson, the Northern Securities Company 
by Col. W. P. Clough, and Francis H, Kel- 
logg acted as associate counsel. 

Before adjournment for the day was 
taken Mr. Stetson said that he would like 
to examine Peter Power, the plaintiff in 
this case. Lawyer Lamb of Lamb & Guern- 
sey said that he would produce Mr. Power 
at a later date. It is intended by the 
commission to summon J. Pierpont Morgan 
to testify before the hearings are con- 
cluded. Charles S. Steele of the Morgan 
firm, Jacof H. Schiff, and E. T. Nichols, 
one of the Northern Securities Directors, 
are expected to appear to-day. 

Preliminary to the taking of evidence 
yesterday Attorney Kellogg read a formal 
objection, which he desired it understood 
was made to each and every question that 
was asked in this inquiry. 


EXAMINATION OF MR. PERKINS. 


George W. Perkins was then sworn. He 
said that he became a member of the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. in March, 1901, and 
that he had had no connection with the 
firm previous to that date. Since entering 
the firm he had devoted about three months 
to acquainting himself with its affairs; had 


gone abroad in July, not soe until 
about Nov. 1, and that he had really been 
fully acquainted with the firm's transac- 
tions only since he returned from abroad. 

Mr. Perkins was then .asked if J. P. 
Morgan & Co. did not between May 1 and 
May 9 of last year make large purchases 
of Northern Pacific common stock. 

““More or less,’’ replied the witness. 

Q.—Approximately how much? A.—I don't 
know. I had only been in the firm a short time 
and was not fully conversant with its transac- 
tions. 

Q.—When did Mr. Morgan return from Europe? 
A.—Early in July, I believe. 

Q.—Did he purchdse any Northern Pacific com- 
mon stock’ while abroad? A.—Not to my know- 
ledge. 

Mr. Perkins said he did not know how 
much Northern Pacific common J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. held on May 1, 1901, but that the 
books of the firm would probably show. He 
was then asked to give a list of the mem- 
bers of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
He said he could not do it, as he did not 
know who all of them were. Mr. Stetson 
volunteered to furnish a list himself. This 
list was submitted to Mr. Perkins and he 
said that while he knew that all the men 
mentioned were members of the firm, he 
was not sure that that was a complete list. 

Q.—While Mr. Morgan was away, who had gen- 
eral charge of the firm’s business! A.—Robert 
Bacon. Next to him Charles 8. Steele was chief 
in the office. 

Q.—Did Mr. Bacon have special charge of the 
buying and selling of Northern Pacific stock 
done by your firm while Mr. Morgan was ab- 
sent? A.-—Yes. 

Q.—Would the books of the firm show the pur- 
chases between May 1 and May 9? A.—I can’t 
say as to that. 

Mr. Perkins said that he was not fa- 
miliar with the bookkeeping department of 
the Morgan office, and that he did not 
know who was in charge of the books. He 
said later that he did not know exactly to 
whom he would go to learn of the com- 
pany’s exact holdings of a certain stock, 
and that Mr. Steele could furnish this in- 
eee much better than he himself 
could, 

The witness said that he himself was not 
present at any conferences between repre- 
sentatives of the Morgan and Harriman in- 
terests just after May 9 of last year. He 
said in addition that J. P. Morgan & Co. 
did not purchase or agree to purchase of 
the Union Pacific interests any Northern 
Pacific stock after May 9 and prior to Nov. 
1 of last year. , 

Q.—Did they purchase any such stock after 
Nov. 1. A.—Yes. 

Q.—How much? A.—Between $75,000,000 and 
$80,000,000, par value, 

Q.—Did the purchases include all the stock 
held by those interests? A.—Yes. 

Q.—What was the date of the purchase? A.— 
I don't remember, but it was subsequent to the 
formation of the Northern Securities Company. 

Q.—Had J. P. Morgan & Co. any agreement 
to purchase that stock before the Northern Se- 
curities Company was organized? <A.—Not to 
my knowledge. 

Q.—Had you any knowledge of the negotiations 
for the purchase? A.—Yes, I conducted them, 


TERMS OF THE SALE. 


Mr. Perkins then reiterated that there 
had been absolutely no negotiations, so far 
as he was aware, prior to the incorpora- 
tion of the Northern Securities Company. 
He was then interrogated at length as to 
the terms of the sale of those stocks. 

Q.—Were the stocks belonging to the Union 
Pacific interests, consisting of from $75,000,000 
to $80,000,000 common and preferred stock, paid 
for by J. P. Morgan & Co, in cash? A.—Partly. 

Q.—How great a part? A.—About $10,000,000 
in cash and the remainder in stock of the North- 
ern Securities Company. The original agree- 
ment was that this Northern Securities stock 
was to be delivered, if we could get it. 

Mr. Perkins said that two principal trans- 
actions were pees at that time, viz., the 
retirement of the Northern Pacific stock 
and the organization of the Northern Se- 
curities Company. The principal concern of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. was to retire the North- 
ern Pacific stock. 

Q.—How much of the common stock of the 
Nerthern Pacific Railroad, previously held by 
Union Pacific interests, was turned over to your 
firm? A.—Less than one-half. 

Q.—The balance was held by your firm, Mr. 
Hill, George F. Baker, and other friendly inter- 
ests? A.—Yes. About $41,000,000 par value. 

Q.—You understood at the time of the purchase 
that a clear majority of Northern Pacific stock 
was held by your firm and associates, did you 
not? A.—Yes, by people we knew and who were 
friendly. 

Mr. Perkins was then interrogated for 
some time as to the disposition J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co, made of the stock purchased 
from the Harriman-Kuhn, Loeb & Co. in- 
terests. He said that the stock had been 
sold to the Northern Securities Company 
shortly after it had been purchased by the 
Morgan firm. 

Q.—How were you paid for that stock? A.— 
Leredly in Northern Securities stock; partly in 
cash. 

Q.—How much cash? A.—About $10,000,000. 
The same amount as we paid to the Union Pa- 
cific interests for their holdings. 

Q.—In conducting the sale for the Union Pa- 
cific interest, then, you took the stock and turned 
it over to the Northern Securities Company upon 
— the same terms as you had bought it? 

.—Yes. 

Q.—Did your firm act in this matter for your- 


selves or as brokers? A.—We acted for ourselves 
as_ bankers. 

Q.—Upon your own account or for some one 
else? A.—We had no agreement with any one 
except the Union Pacific people. 

Q.—At the time of the purchase from the Union 
Pacific interests, they understood that you were 
to pay’ them in cash and in Northern Securities 
stock? A.—Yi if we could get the stock. 

-—Was the Northern Securities Company fn 
existenc? at the time of the purchase from the 
Union Pacific interests? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Did you have any agreement with the 
Northern Securities Company by which they 
were to take the Northern Pacific stock upon the 
terms you desired? A.—No, and we almost falled 
to make the exchange. 


This was regarded by those present at 
the hearing as an entirely new light on 
the Northern Pacific transaction. There 
have been many rumors to the effect that 
the Harriman interests sold out to the 
Morgan firm soon after the panic of May 
9, and there was very general surprise ex- 
nace at Mr. Perkins's suggestion of a 

itch in the negotiations, according to 
which the Union Pacific interests were to 
become largely interested in the North- 
western railroad merger. 

Mr. Lancaster questioned Mr. Perkins in 
detail as to just what the understanding 
between J. P. Morgan & Co, and the Union 
Pacific interests was as to what would 
happen in the event that an exchange could 
not be negotiated. Mr. Perkins said that 
the principal purpose of his firm was to 
get a large amount of Northern Securities 
stock for the Union Pacific interests, as 
they were anxious to get it. He said he 
understood that in case the negotiations 
with the Northern Securities Company 
should fail, the Union Pacific interests 
would retain the stock. 

“Did your firm agree to take these hold- 
ings of Northern Pacific absolutely re- 
gardiess of further negotiations?’” was 
asked, 

“ Hardly,” was the answer. 

Mr. Perkins, in 7 to questions, said 
that he did not know how much Northern 
Pacific stock his firm held in November, 
1901, nor did he know whether the firm 
had in November sold $8,000,000 or $10,- 
000,000 of the stock to James J. Hill and 
his associates. He did not know, also, 
whether J. P. Morgan & Co. held any Great 
Northern stock in November, 1901. 

Q.—Does your firm hold any Northern Securi- 
ties stock? A.—Yes. 

Q.—When was it acquired? 
or December, I suppose. 

Q.—Was the purchase for cash or exchange? 
A.—I don’t know. 

Q.—Does your firm hold any Great Northern 
stock now? <A.—I don’t know, 

Mr. Perkins said that he was a Director 
at present in the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 

ailway Company, and the Chicago, Burl- 
ington and Quincy Railroad Company. 


COL, CLOUGH’S TESTIMONY. 


Col. W. P. Clough, who was in the room, 
had not been subpoenaed, but upon the 
request of Mr. Lancaster he agreed to 
testify. He said that he had been a Di- 
rector In the Great Northern Railroad for 
many years up to last Fall, when he re- 
signed all official connection with that com- 
pany. He was now, he said, Fourth Vice 
President of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. 

Q.—Are you in charge of the New York office 
of the company? A.—I don’t think I am, in the 
sense that I have power to decide upon the 
company’s business affairs. 

Q.—Who is in charge? A.—The Board of Di- 
rectors and the Executive Committee. 

Q.—What amount of stock does the Northern 
Securities Company hold of the Great Northern 
Rallroad? A.—I don’t remember the exact 
amount, but my recollection is that transfers of 
Great Northern stock to the Northern Securities 
Company have been completed to the extent of 
about 500,000 shares. 

Q.—What do you mean by the term “ com- 
pleted?"’ A.—I mean that the by-laws of the 
Great Northern Railroad do not regard stock 
as transferred until a record is formally made 
of it upon the books of the Great Northern Rall- 
road Company. About the number mentioned has 
been transferred in the sense that the Great 
Northern by-laws would consider title to be 
vested in the Securities Company. 

Q.—Has there not been actually deposited with 
the Northern Securities Company a large amount 
of Great Northern stock, in addition, for which 
stock of the Northern Securities has been paid? 
A.—Negotiations for the purchase of a certain 
number of other shares have been under way, 
but the transfers of the shares have never been 
completed. 

Q.—How many would you say were involved? 
A.—Subject to correction, I should say that the 
number was between 300,000 and 400,000. 

Q.—Has Northern Securities stock been de- 
livered in payment for these? A.—Yes, to the 
former owner or his agent. 

Q.—All that remains, then, is to have these 
certificates properly tarnsferred on the Great 
Northern books? 

Col. Clough again repeated that the Great 
Northern Road did not consider stock 
transferred until it had been done upon its 
own books. There was some fencing be- 
tween Mr. Lancaster and the witness, Col. 
Clough refused to answer. questions which 
implied inferences from his testimony. He 
said he had given the facts, and it was 
not incumbent upon him to make deduc- 
tions. 

Q.—What is the total capital stock of the Great 
Northern Railroad? <A.—One million two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand shares, of which about 
1,000,230 have been issued. 

Q.—Has the Northern Securities Company re- 
quested the Great Northern Railroad to transfer 
the shares deposited with it, in addition to the 
500,000 shares mentioned? A.—Not that I know 
of. 

Q.—Are you making requests for transfers? A. 
—I can’t say as to that. 

Q.—The Great Northern books are here and in 
the same building with the offices of the North- 
ern Securities Company, are they not? A. 
Yes. 

Q.—How long has it been since any Great 
Northern stock was transferred to the Northern 
Securities Company? A.-—I don’t know. 

Col. Clough then stated that he saw no 
reason why the Northern Securities Com- 
pany could not have these shares trans- 
ferred by the Great Northern Railroad if it 
desired to do so. He said that upward of 
$150,000,000 par value of Northern Pacific 
stock had been turned into the company. 


THE BURLINGTON DEAL. 


The witness was then asked if he assisted 
in the purchase of the Burlington Railroad 
by James J. Hill, and he replied affirma- 
tively. He did not know of the negotia- 
tions between stockholders of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company last Summer 


leading to the nomination of a Board of 
Directors containing Jacob H. Schiff and 
E. H. Harriman 

Q.—Why was Mr. Harriman made a Director 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy at that 
time? A.—The membership of the Board of Di- 
rectors of this road had been several times dis- 
cussed by parties in interest, and an endeavor 
was made to select men whose knowledge of the 
railroad business and whose place in the finan- 
cial world would make their service valuable to 
the Burlington property. Mr. Harriman was se- 
lected because it was supposed he would be a 
suitable man under these conditions, 

Q.—Why was Mortimer L. Schiff made a Di- 
rector in the same road? A.—Mr. Schiff was a 
member of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., one of 
the largest financial houses in the country and 
one which had previously had considerable deal- 
ings in Burlington securities. It was thought 
therefore that a representative from that house 
on the Board of Directors would be of valuable 
assistance in the financial dealings of the com- 
any. 
PO. _Was any agreement made shortly after 
May 9 of last year by which Mr. Harriman was 
to give his proxy to Mr. Morgan and allow Mr. 
Morgan to name the Directors of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, it being understood that Mr. 
Harriman and Mr. Schiff were to be appointed? 
A.—I do not know of any such arrangement. I 
heard and believe it to be a fact that Northern 
Pacific stockholders in May, 1901, agreed to give 
their proxies to Mr. Morgan for the next annual 
meeting of the Northern Pacific Rallroad. I 
never heard of any arrangement that went fur- 
ther than that. 

Col. Clough was then excused and the 
hearing adjourned until to-day.

RESCUED OFF NANTUCKET. 


Five Men Are Saved from the Schooner 
Flyaway. 

NANTUCKET, Mass., March 20. — The 
life-saving crew from the Surfside Sta- 
tion at this point rescued in an exhausted 
condition to-day the Captain and four of 
the crew of the two-masted schooner Fly- 
away, lumber-laden, from Calais, Me., for 
New York.

Bank Closes Its Doors.

MANHATTAN COMPANY REPLIES. 


President of the Fire Alarm Corporation 
Discusses Statements Made by 
Commissioner Sturgis. 

W. F. Allen, President of the Manhattan 
Fire Alarm Company,. made a reply yester- 
day to the statement of Fire Commissioner 
Sturgis as to his reasons for revoking the 

company’s license. He said in part: 

“The charge of ‘conspiracy’ between 
the Manhattan Company, the former Fire 
Commissioner, and the former Corporation 
Counsel is utterly unwarranted, so much so 
as to be absolutely absurd, were it not so 
serious. If such an inference may be 
drawn from the fact that some of the con- 
tracts of the Manhattan Company were 
made with parties who received such no- 
tices when these parties were at liberty to 
contract with either the Pearce Company 
or the Manhattan Company, what inference 
might be drawn from the fact that when 
similar notices are issued by the present 
Commissioner or when any property owner 
Gesires such fire alarms, the Pearce Com- 
pany is the only one now permitted to in- 
Stall its plants? (As the automatic com- 
panies are commercially restricted to nar- 
row limits and cannot enter into competi- 
tion with Pearce, except in rare cases.) As 
a result of the action of the Commissioner, 
the Pearce Company enjoys a practical 
monopoly to-day. 

“The Pearce Company at two points, 907 
Amsterdam Avenue and 766 Amsterdam 
Avenue, has direct connection with the city 
wires, while the Manhattan Company has 
none, and therefore any trouble that it may 
have with its wires cannot interfere with 
the city circuits. 

The Pearce Company pays the city 
nothing, while the Manhattan Company for 
its privileges pays into the Firemen's Pen- 
sion Fund an amount each six months 
which is equal to 50 cents a year for each 
box connected with a city street box. That 
amounts to about 2% per cent. of our gross 
income, The last payment was $570, and 
was acknowledged on Jan. 21, 192, by Sec- 
retary Leary by direction of Commissioner 
Sturgis. 

‘When Mr. Sturgis was Commissioner in 
1897 he, as Chairman of the Committee on 
Telegraph, was continually granting per- 
mits for the installation of our boxes. 

‘Before the Manhattan Company en- 
tered the field in 1895, the Pearce Company 
charged $144 for a single box, which is now 
supplied by the Manhattan Company at $50 
a year for a single box, and in many cases 
$10 a year per box tor additional boxes.” 


POLICEMEN’S WIVES PLEAD. 


Urge Mayor Low to Restore the Three- 
Platoon System. 

Nearly 500 wives and sisters of the mem- 
bers of the police force gathered at the 
City Hall yesterday to piead with Mayor 
Low to re-establish the three-platoon sys- 
tem which was abolished a short time ago 
by Commissioner Partridge. Alderman 
Reginald Doull had charge of the hearing, 
and introduced the speakers. 

Mrs. Dunn told Mayor Low that wives of 
policemen were left widows practically by 
the working of the two-platoon system. 
Mrs. La Cour and several others told how 
their children’s education had been neglect- 
ed partly because of this system. Mrs. Kief- 
er argued that if the three-platoon system 
was restored the men could do better work. 
Mayor Low made the following reply: 

‘“*T am glad to meet so many of the wives, 
sisters, daughters, and sweethearts of the 
policemen. I shall give this matter my 
very careful attention. There are many 
difficulties to be considered, and there are 
many sides to the question.” 


THE ASTOR HOUSE FIRES. 


Fire Marshal Freel Visits the Hotel and 
Makes an Investigation. 

Fire Marshal Freel is making an investi- 
gation into the two mysterious fires that 
occurred in the Astor House late Wednes- 
day night, and which had many appear- 
ances of incendiary origin. 

A deputy from the Fire Marshal's office 
visited the hotel yesterday afternoon and 
made a careful inspection of the premises, 
closely questioning a number of servants 
who were in the hotel at the time the fires 
occurred. 

Manager Watson of the Astor House said 
yesterday that he was convinced that the 
second fire was not of incendiary origin, 
but had been caused by a spark from the 
earlier fire entering the window of the 
room. D. M. Sanderson, the private detect- 
ive of the Astor House, holds similar views. 

Some of the guests of the hotel, how- 
ever, said the fires were quite mysterious, 
if not suspicious. Servants in the hotel 
who thought the fires might have been 
caused intentionally were closely ques- 
tioned by the Fire Marshal, but, so far as 
coule be learned, had no direct evidence to 
sustain their beliefs. 

The report of Fire Marshal Freel will be 
made to-day. 


NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


Senate Defeats Bill Exempting Rogers 
Estate from Inheritance Tax. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 20.—The Senate 
this morning had two long discussions, one 
on the bill annexing North Plainfield, in 
Somerset County, to Plainfield, in Union 
County, and the other providing for a sin- 
gle-headed Street and Water Commission 
in Jersey City and Newark. 3oth bills 
have a referendum clause attached and 

both were passed.

Mrs. Elder Testifies for Prisoner Ac- 
cused by Mr. Elder of Larceny. 
Tears rolled down the cheeks of Mrs. 
Francis W. Elder in the Court of General 
Sessions yesterday when Julian J. Cooper, 
thirty-two years old, an insurance agent 
of 540 West One Hundred and Fifty-third 
Street, was found guilty by a jury at the 
close of his trial upon a charge of lar- 
ceny in the second degree preferred against 
him by her husband. She had apeared as 
a witness for the prisoner and had done 
her best to shield him from the conse- 
quences of his act, which was the removal 
of a quantity of silverware from Mr. El- 


der’s home at 522 West One Hundred and 
Fortieth Street and pawning it, while he 
had rented the house for a short period 
four years ago. She said that Cooper had 
pawned the property for her benefit as 
she was in great need of money.

TARIFF SENTIMENT 
IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Changing Attitude Among Business In- 


terests in Boston. 
Stecial to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, March 20.—The announcement 
that the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations has decided to take up the long- 
neglected reciprocity treaties negotiated by 
the State Department last year, has ex- 
cited great interest in Boston business cir- 
cles, and will undoubtedly stimulate the 
waning activities of the local Chamber of 
Commerce in the matter of reciprocity with 
Canada. One of the representative business 
men of Boston, managing Director of one 
of its largest manufacturing corporations, 
who did not wish to be named, said to a 
correspondent of THE New YORK TIMES 
to-day: 

“Under the existing tariff system New 
England rapidly ‘lapsing into depend- 
ence upon two sources of income, without 
which it would quickly become the poorest 
section of the United States. These are 
literature and Summer boarders. Our man- 
ufacturing industries are heavily handi- 
capped, and while we are finding our prin- 
cipal domestic markets closed to us by local 
competition, foreign markets are access- 
ible only at a disadvantage. We are ex- 
porting, of course, but in many lines this is 
impossible by reason of the fact that our 
raw materials cost us more thaw they do 
the manufacturers of other sections. Prac- 
tically, New England produces no raw ma- 
terlals. The snoe industry is a case in 
point. This is one of the mainstays of New 
England prosperity, but it cannot long re- 
main important. The West is gaining as 
we are losing. The freight on hides is in 
itself a profit, which is saved to the West- 
‘ anufacturer. In pig iron we are suf- 

; from a handicap averaging about $4 
per ton. Our coke costs us $6.50 a 
ton, and is loaded on the cars at $1.25 
at the points of its production. We have 
nothing to offset these disadvantages. Our 
costs are too high, and nothing we can do 
will lower them." 

THE TiMEs's correspondent read the fol- 
lowing statement from Congressman Little- 
field of Maine: ** Steel material 1s being sold 
in England by our manufacturers at 
cents per hundred pounds, and American 
shipbuilders are compelled to buy at $1.65 
per hundred pounds,’ and asked if this 
were true. 

“In some lines I have no doubt the dif- 
ference is fully as great as Mr. Littlefield 
names, and perhaps greater. This is espe- 
cially true of tubular goods. I can say from 
personal knowledge that wrought iron and 
steel tubes are sold much cheaper abroad 
than at home, and that but for this outlet 
prices could not be sustained here at their 
present level. The sales of tubes by the 
National Tube Works in Europe have 
doubled every year for the past six years, 
and now represent an enormous annual 
total. They compete with foreign tubes, 
with freight and insurance added.”’ 

As to the needs of New England he said: 
“What we need is free raw materials. 
Nova Scotia can send us coal, coke, pig 
iron, and crude forms of steel by cheap 
water freight, and puts us on a line with 
districts nearer the centres of domestic 
production, which have moved to the Mid- 
dle West. We also need the results of a 
broader and more liberal commercial policy, 
which. will open to us larger and more im- 
portant foreign markets. “Protection gan 
do us no good, but*is cypa le of accom- 
plishing infinite harm. ven the uncon- 
ditional Republicans, who are protection- 
ists by tradition, and the habits of a life- 
time, are beginning to see this, and broad- 
minded and progressive men have seen it 
for a good whifte.”’ 

At the offices of Torrey, Bright & Capen, 
extensive manufacturers of carpets, Mr. 
Elbridge Torrey said, in effect: 

“It is only fair at, the outset to admit 
that I am a protectionist and a member 
of the Home Market Club. I think, how- 
ever, that carpetsgare much too highly 
protected, and that if it could be effected 
without unsettling business all along the 
line the carpet duties should be lowered 
materially.”’

wool duty Torrey 
the wool grower should 
have a fair protection. As the rule, very 
little domestic wool goes into carpets in 
any form. What we use is all imported, 
chiefly from South America and Aus- 
tralia. In fact, carpet wools cannot be 
grown here profitably. Consequently, the 
high duty on carpet wools accomplishes 
nothing for the domestic wool grower.” 
Mr. Torrey was not willing to Admit the 
conclusions to which his facts pointed, but 
Was quite sure that, even conceding the 
benefits of protection, duties could be too 
high, and that those of the existing tariff 
schedules were open to that objection. 

Mr. Samuel B, Capen of the same firm 
spoke very strongly on the subject of 
commercial reciprocity, and has been active 
in the work of the Chamber of Commerce 
looking to that end. He is especially in- 
terested in Canadian reciprocity, and con- 
siders it in the highest degree important 
to the interests of New England, He said: 

“The attitude of Congress toward the 
whole subject of a broader commercial 
policy is doing the Republican Party im- 
measurable harm. Senator Platt of Con- 
necticut has stated the facts clearly and 
correctly, and in so doing has voiced the 
most intelligent sentiment of New Eng- 
land. An insufficient concession to Cuba, 
or none at all, will give the Democrats an 
opportunity which it is extremely bad poli- 
tics to leave open to them.” 

A number of leading manufacturers and 
merchants are of this opinion, and while 
restrained by considerations of business 
or political affiliations from being “ in- 
terviewed,”’ express themselves very freely 
in private conversation. 

To the question, Would New_ England 
now go with the Democratic Party on 
economic issues if all financial heresies 
and socialistic fallacies were abandoned and 
sound-money leaders regained control? the 
almost invariable reply is, “‘I have every 
reason to think it would.” 


SHIP SUBSIDY AN ISSUE. 


Senator Money Thinks It Will Play an 
important Part in the Fall 
Campaign. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—Senator 
Money of Mississippi believes the Ship 
Subsidy bill is destined to play an impor- 
tant part in the Congressional campaign, 
whether the House passes it or lets it rest 


for the session. 

“TI think it will be very much of an 
issue,” he said, ‘‘and particularly in the 
West. The people out there do not like 
the subsidy idea at all. The Republicans 
in the Middle West are indignant and 
alarmed over its passage by the Senate, 
and they will not be satisfied unless the 
House defeats it, which I do not think will 
be done.

If the 
House does not pass it and yet does not 
defeat it, they will ask why, and they will 
answer that it is for the simple purpose 
of saving some Congressmen who are com- 
ing up for re-election, and that at the next 
session, after the campaign is over, the bill 
will be passed. And that will not tend to 
mollify them; the trick is too transparent 
to fool anybody. 

“The Subsidy bill is in the campaign. 
The Senate has put it there. Mr. Allison 
warned his colleagues of that in the Senate 
when he held up the bill and said: ‘* Sena- 
tors, this bill that I hold in my hand will 
be in the canvass this Fall.’ The House 
cannot keep it out of the canvass, and it 
wilf cut a bigger figure there than most 
people imagine, in my judgment.”

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(GEN. MILES AGAINST 
GENERAL STAFF PLAN 


Threatens to Resign If Pending 
Bill Becomes Law. 


Secretary Root’s Measure Is Subversive 
of Interests of Army, He Tells 
a Senate Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Margh 20.—Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles to-day told the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs that, if the bill intro- 
duced by Senator Hawley at the instance 
of the War Department for the organiza- 
tion of a general staff for the army should 
become a law, he would decline to longer 
hold his commission. The reason he gave 
for the statement is that the bill is utterly 
subversive of the interests of the military 
establishment. He said that he would not 
be a party to such a proceeding to the ex- 
tent even of continuing to hold his place. 

The statement was made in the course of 
a prolonged hearing by the committee 
which was conducted behind closed doors, 
and at which Gen, Miles touched upon a 
variety of subjects connected with the 
army. The portion of the bill to which he 
directed his especial criticism is that con- 


tained in Section 7, reading as follows: 


“That from and after the passage of this 
act the senior general officer of the army 
shall be assigned to command such portion 
of the army as the President may direct, or 
be detailed to duty in the general staff 
corps, All duties prescribed by law for the 
commanding General of the army shall be 
performed by the Chief of General Staff or 
other general officer designated by the 
Secretary of War; provided that so long as 
the present Lieutenant General of the army 
continues in the active list he shall be the 
Chief of the General Staff, and upon the 


separation from active service of the said 
Lieutenant General of the army, said office, 
except as herein provided, shall cease and 
determine.” 

Gen. Miles said that if this provision 
should become a law it would have the ef- 
fect of destroying the unity of the army, 
and he read numerous authorities, includ- 
ing Napoleon, Wellington, Washington, 
Cass, and Grant, to show the necessity of 
having one head to the army and of con- 
trolling authority. His own experience and 
observation had, he said, nad the effect of 
confirming those views, and he gave an 
illustration of its beneficial effect in time 
of emergency, instancing the beginning of 
the war with Spain. 


SPANISH WAR INSTANCED. 


“TI heard at midnight,” he said, “ that 
the Spanish fleet had been located definite- 
ly at Santiago, and I hastened to the’ tome 
Secretary Long, where the news -was 
confirmed Shafter was then at Tampa, 
and I down there in the Secretary’s 
house and wrote a dispatch directing him 


to start immediately for Santiago, with the 
result that the army was soon on its way 
to the point where its presence was needed. 
Suppose,"’ he added, exhibiting the message 
which he had sent to Gen. Shafter, ‘I had 
been compelled to get around to a dozen or 
more Majors, as many Colonels, and any 
wamaner of Generals constituting a general 
staff.”’ 

Proceeding, he said that In all probability 
the senior General of the army would not, 
under the provision he had quoted, have 
been in position to do anything, and he 
called attention to the clause relieving him 

| (the senior General) of command and mak- 
;} ing it possible for any other officer to be 
appointed. He declared that under Section 
7 it would be competent to one day promote 
a Captain to the position of a Brigadier, 
and the next day make him Chief of Staff, 
thus practically placing a Captain at the 
head of the army. Warming up somewhat, 
he asserted that the bill was calculated to 
accomplish no purpose except to allow the 
Secretary of War and the Adjutant Gen- 
eral to promote the interests of their per- 
sonal favorites, 

Gen Miles was questioned as to the rea- 
sons for locating the American army of oc- 
cupation at Tampa and holding it there so 
long, with the resulting congestion. Reply- 
ing to the first question, he said that it 
was because of the order to occupy Havana. 
The delay was due, he said, to the fact that 
the American army was supplied with only 
sixty-four rounds of ammunition, which 
would not have been sufficient for more 
than half an hour of fighting. Considering 
that Havana was one of the best fortified 
cities in the world, he said that to have at- 
tacked it would have been foolhardy in the 
extreme. He declined, however, to criticise 
the then Secretary of War, Gen. Alger, for 
the condition of affairs, saying that prob- 
ably any one else in the position would 
have done about what he did. He laid the 
general blame for this condition of unpre- 
paredness at the door of Congress. 

In the course of his remarks Gen. Miles 
told the committee in confidence that, with 
the bill a law, he could now name the men 
who would hold the places of honor pro- 
vided under it, but the committee did not 
ask for the names.

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The news of Gen. Miles’s statements ex- 
cited great interest at the War Depart- 
ment when it became known there late 
in the day. There was a very general in- 
quiry as to whether, by passing the criti- 
cisms upon various officials, as reported 
in the press, Gen. Miles had not exposed 
himself to disciplinary treatment. This 
question arose last week, in the course of 
zen. Hughes's testimony before the Senate 
Philippine Committee, when the General 
sought to escape answering questions which 
would involve criticism by him of his su- 
perior officer, Gen. Otis. It appeared that 
there was a variance of opinion in the 
committee itself, and the question was left 
unsettled, 

While Gen. Miles did not expect when he 
gave his testimony that it would be made 
public in any form, he is now willing that 
it shall be published by the committee, 
making himself the broad statement that 
the statements which were given to the 
press, as those made by himself before the 
committee, were misrepresentations, totally 
unwarranted and unauthorized. 

The omission by the President of his 
usual ride this afternoon, and the fact that 
he and Secretary Root were in conference 
for nearly four hours, led to the supposi- 
tion that they were discussing Gen, Miles’s 
testimony. This, however, was an errone- 
ous conclusion, for they were talking about 
an army regulation, and the Secretary was 
unaware of the testimony until he _ re- 
turned to the War Department very late 
in the afternoon. 

Secretary Root exhibited little feeling 
when his attention was called to the pro- 
ceedings before the committee. He re- 
marked quietly that he was very sorry 
Lieut. Gen. Miles opposed this bill. He 
pointed out that under Section 7, of which 
Gen. Miles complained, the Lieutenant 
General would have greatly enlarged pow- 
ers in army management, instead of being 
restricted in his functions. 

As to the question whether Gen. Miles 
had said anything which would require ac- 
tion at the hands of the department or the 

President, the Secretary firmly declined 
to express any opinion. 


one, ROOT’S TESTIMONY. 


The Reasons He Gave for Favoring the 


Proposed General Army Staff. 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—The printed 
report of the testimony of Secretary Root 
before the Senate Military Committee on 
the bill providing for a general staff was 
made public to-day. In his statement the 
Secretary said that the general staff of 
the army, as it is proposed to organize it 
under this bill, would be simply an advis- 
ory board and that its principal duty 
would be that of an advisory board. 

‘‘It proposes,’’ he said, ‘to create by de- 
tail from the officers of the army a body 
of officers who shali be charged, in the 
first place, with doing the military think- 
ing, of doing what the navy has a board 
engaged in now. The primary idea is not 
to give orders. It is to study and prepare 
plans for the men who give the orders.” 

‘Asked as to the place the Commander in 
Chief would occupy. with reference to this 
board, the Secretary replied that he would 

accept plans made by the board or not as 


he might please. The Secretary continued 
as follows: 

‘The plan of the bill is to have the chief 
of staff selected by the President as Com- 
mander in Chief, and to have it a detail 
so that he will come in with the President 
and go out with the President."’ 

Senator Bate—Do I understand that there 
is a limit to their power, so that they will 
not interfere with the Lieutenant General? 


Secretary Root—The proposition is to have 
the Lieutenant General to decide. 

As to the work of this character during 
the war with Spain Secretary Root said:

He also said that such a board would be 
of great assistance to the Secretary of 
War. “I want to say,” he went on, “ that 
I believe that with the organization as it 
was at the outbreak of the war with Spain 
and is now, the outbreak of = war would 
irretrievably ruin any man who was Sec- 
retary of War. I think the organization 
is such that it is impossible that success- 
ful results shall be produced until they 
have been worked’out by most painful and 
expensive experience."

QUESTIONS FOR GEN. OTIS. 


Senator Patterson Wanted His Letter 
to Aguinaido Explained—Effect of 


Speeches in the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Gen. Otis to- 
day resumed his testimony before the Sen- 
ate Philippine Committee. Senator Patter- 
son continued his questioning and referred 
to a letter dated Sept. 8, 1898, addressed by 
Gen. Otis to Aguinaldo as ‘*‘ the command- 
ing General of the Philippine forces,’ in 
which he spoke of the sacrifices made by 
the revolutionary forces “‘in the interest 
of civil liberty.” 

Gen. Otis declared that this related to 
their dealings with the Spaniards. He de- 
nied that he led Aguinaldo to believe that 
the United States would not assume abso- 
lute sovereignty. Asked what he meant by 


the statement in his letter that “ rather 
than see the ships of the United States 
Nayy control the navigable waters of these 
islands and its army devastating their ter- 
ritory, | greatly prefer to advise my Gov- 
ernment not to send any more troops here,”’ 
Gen. Otis answered that that was his opin- 
ion because he did not want to see any war, 
He thought his letter should be taken as a 
whole, 

Gen. Otis declared that the Filipinos have 
no correct idea of liberty. 

**But what is your standard of qualifica- 
tion for self-government?’"’ asked Senator 
Patterson. 

“ What 
swered Gen. Otis. 
government?” 

* No, self-government,’’ was Senator Pat- 
terson’s response. 

Gen. Otis replied that they were perfectly 
qualified for a despotic, military Govern- 
ment, 

Senator Patterson asked whether he con- 
sidered the people of Mexico qualified for 
self-government, but Gen. Otis said he de- 
declined to answer. Senator Patterson re- 
marked that he had no means of forcing a 
reply *‘ at present.”’ 

A a by Senator Beveridge regard- 
ing the effect on the Flipinos of literature 
sent from the United States precipitated a 
lively discussion. Gen, Otis said that when 
Mabini was brought in he had a“pile of 
New York papers with him which had an- 
tagonized the sovereignty of the United 
States in the Philippines. 

“Did he have any of Senator Hoar's 
speeches?’ inquired Senator Patterson. 

“Oh, yes, those speeches were all over 
the islands,”’ replied the witness. 

Senator Allison, who was in the chair, 
said he would exclude any allusion to Sen- 
ators’ speeches. Senator Patterson inter- 
jected the remark that Senators should 
not be attacked from masked batteries.

AGAINST CRUMPACKER PLAN. 


Representative Bellamy (N. C.) Depre- 
cates Prospective Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—In speaking 
to an amendment to the River and Harbor 
bill, offered by himself in the House to- 
day, Mr. Bellamy (N. C.) referred briefly 
to the prospective investigation of Southern 
election laws, deprecating it as an at- 
tempt to revive sectionalstrife. The South, 
he said, had reached a solution of its dif- 
ficulties after many years, when this prop- 
osition was adyanced, which would undo all 
that had been accomplished. The South 
loved the Union and her people were proud 
of its honor and achievements. 

He asserted that for sinister purposes 
some members on the other side were again 
sowing the seeds of discord, and he ap- 
pealed to the conservative, fair-minded men 
of the Republican Party to vote down a 
proposition fraught with so much evil to 
the South. 


THE FITZJOHN PORTER CASE. 


Hearing on Bill to Restore Pay to Gen- 
eral’s Family. 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—A sequel to 
the famous Fitzjohn Porter case came be- 
fore the House Committee on Military Af- 
fulrs to-day, when a hearing was given on 
the bill authorizing the restoration of the 
pay and allowances the General lost during 
the period of his enforced retirement trom 

the army to his widow and children. 

When, at the instance of Gen. Grant, an 
army board passed upon the case of Gen. 
Porter, the recommendation was made that 
he be restored to rank and pay. ting on 
this, Congress, in 1856, restored the Gen- 
eral to his rank, but there was no restora- 
tion of the pay during the twenty-three 
years he was in retirement.

‘MINERS’ CONVENTION ACTS. 


Emphatic Resolutions Adopted to Meet 
Various Local Grievances. 
SHAMOKIN, Penn., March 20.—At to- 
day’s session of the convention of Districts 
Nos. 1, 7, and 9, United Mine Workers of 
America, several resolutions were adopted 
as the result of various alleged grievances 
which were announced in the convention 
by the different delegations, and were pre- 
sented by the Committee on Resolutions. 
Most of them were of sectional rather than 
general interest, but their tone was not 
the less emphatic. The first resolution 
adopted demanded an eight-hour working 
day in all the collieries of the anthracite 

region. Others were adopted as follows: 

Demanding the recognition of mine committees 
by operators in the adjustment of disputes re- 
sulting in local strikes. 

Declaring opposition to working with men not 
members of the Mine Workers’ Union. 

Favoring arbitration of trade disputes. 

Condemning the action of the Delaware and 
Hudson Railway Company for changing the con- 
ditions of employment at Plymouth, which re- 
sulted in a reduction of wages and violation of 
contract. 

Demanding the reinstatement of the firemen 
discharged by the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad Company at the Woodward, 
Avondale, and Pettibone collieries, who refused 
to comply with the company’s order requiring 
them to work on what is known as the “* swing 
shift ’’ system. 

Providing for a 
working cards. 

Requesting the State Bureau of Mines and 
Mining to print not less than 25,000 copies of the 
mining laws in the English language for distri- 
bution among the mine workers. 

Condemning the system of blacklisting by com- 
panies of discharged employes. 

President Thomas Barrett and Secretary 
James Mullahy of the Stationary Fire- 
men’s Union, came from Wilkesbarre to- 
day, and appeared before the convention 


with an appeal for the co-operation of the 
mine workers’ union in the efforts of the 
firemen to secure an eight-hour working 
day. The convention took no action in the 
matter. 

President Mitchell said the resolution 
concerning the recognition of the mine 
committees had no reference to the recog- 
nition of the union. That matter, he said, 
would be covered in the report of the Scale 
Committee, who will have finished their 
work to-morrow. 

The published statement that the replies 
of the operators to President Mitchell's 
request for a conference might be con- 
strued as a virtual recognition of the Mine 
Workers’ Union, Mr. Mitchell regarded as 
incorrect. Referring to the letters of the 
Presidents of the operating companies, Mr. 
Mitchell said: 

‘We do not regard them as recognition 
in any degree.”

_ PENNSYLYANIA’S BILL 


Rapid Transit Commissioners Will 
Appear Against It. 


THEIR RIGHTS '!NFRINGED 


E. M. Shepard and A. B. Boardman, 

_ Counsel for Board, Say that It Af- 

fects That Body’s Usefulness— 
Mr. Cassatt’s Views. 


’ 


A protracted meeting of the Rapid Transit 
Commission was held at its offices, 320° 
Broadway, yesterday afternoon, at which 
it was determined that the counsel to the 
commission, Messrs. Edward M. Shepard 
and Albert B. Boardman, together with its 
President, Alexander E. Orr, shall appear 
this morning before Mayor Low at the 
hearing on the Pennsylvania Tunnel! bill. 
Exactly what position they will take on 
that bill was a matter into which Mr. Shep~ 
ard and Mr. Orr refused to enter after the 
meeting, but the correspondence which 
they gave out made it Glear that they will 
oppose the measure. This correspondence 
Was read and considered at the meeting 
yesterday. 

There were present all the members of’ 
the .commission with the exception of’ 
Charles Stewart Smith. Mayor Low and 
Controller Grout, who are ex-officio mem- 
bers, were present, but took no part in the 


discussion. Messrs. Shepard and Boardman 
werealso present, and they expressed their 
views very fully. ; 

The Rapid Transit Commission will it. is 
expected oppose the Tunnel bill on the 
ground that it turns over to the Board of 
Aldermen matters properly belonging, to 
the commission, while the opposition of the 
Subway Construction Company will-be gn 
the ground that the bill infringes’,on its 
rights. The correspondence submitted at 
the meeting yesterday consisted 6f a lettgr 
of Mr. Orr to the counsel of the board, ask- 
ing for legal advice imthe premises, and 
the reply of the counsel. The latter goes 
very fully into the rights and powers of 
the Rapid Transit Commission and points 
out that its duty is to defend itself. 

Mr. Orr's letter to the ,counsel for the 
board first called their attention to the, " so- 
ealled Pennsylvania Railroad Tunnel’ bill,” 
and the obligations of the Rapid Transit 
Commission to the city, and they asked if 
in the counsel's opinion the board had 
jurisdiction, saying: ye 7 

i do not of course wish to have ‘the board 4s- 
sume any jurisdiction which does not belong, to’ 
it or meddle with any duty or subject which .it 
ought not to. On the other hand, I do not wish 
that we should be derelict or that we shold 
hereafter be. accused of having assented by 
silence to legislation which in reality was within 
our field and as to which we Were specially 
Called upon to speak if we had any criticisms to 
make. I shall therefore have to trouble you and 
Mr. Boardman to take up this matter at 
apd advise us what, under the rapid transit 
authority or under the rapid transit law, or by 
reason of the offices the members of the board 
hold, is their duty in the case of pending legis- 
lation which comes to their infofmation which 
uffects, or may affect, rapid transit interests. 


THE COMMISSION'S DUTY. 


The reply.to Mr. Orr's letter was dated 
yesterday, and was signed by the counsel, 
Parsons, Shepar@ & Ogden, and Boardman, 
Piatt & Soley. The letter begins as follows: 
We have received your letter.of the 17th inst. 
asking us to give the board our opinion upon the 
measure of its.duty resting upon the board with 
réspect to proposed legislation affecting its juris- 
diction or other rapid transit interests, 
The question involWwes, as you anticipate, 
not only matters of law but also, and even more, 
matters of public policy. In view of the provis- 
jons of the Rapid Transit act, and of the prece- 
dence established by other public officers, and 
especially by the board itself, it is, we have no 
doubt, the duty of the board to watch legislative 
bills which may affect rapid transit interests of 
the city and to oppose any bill which, in the 
opinion of the board, woul be injurjous to such 
interests of the city. 
The plain theory of the Rapid Transit act is 
the establishment of.a permanent and specially 
equipped board to deal systematically with rapid 
transit problems as they arise from time to time. 
The board was given.an autonomy of its own, 
not subordinate to any authority, except the Leg- 
islature and to a veto by the Mayor or Board of 
Aiderman of any plan proposed by it which would 
involve the’ use of,public streets. 
The counsel then go on to point out that 
the Rapid.Transit Board was not constitut- 
ed for any one work, but for general super- 
vision over all new transit plans, and in be- 
half of the city to bring any action “to 
compel the performance within the city by 
any corporation or person of any duty or 
Obligation with reference to or arising out 
of the -construction or operation of any 
railroad under or by reason of any grant 
made or right acquired "’ under the act, ‘‘ or 
by reason of any contract made or author- 
ized by any Board of Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners dr “to recover in behalf of the 
city damages for any violation of duty by 
any corporation or person under the pro- 
Misions of the Rapid Transit act or any con- 
tract or stipulation made in pursuance of 
any of its provisions.'’ Besides the specific 
grant of decisive and various powers, the 
act ‘makes a-general grant of “ such other 
and necessary powers as may be requisite 
to the efficent performance of the duties 
imposed upon said board,”’ 
Another duty of the commission imposed 
upon it by law is thus stated: 
"Under Section 32 of the act 
given the important and far-reaching power 
“*from time to time to consider and grant to 
existing railroad corporations additional fran- 
chises,”"’ and authority to operat? a railroad * to 
any terminal or terminals "’ within the city, and 
tq transport over the same passengers or [freight 
or both. 
The following deductions from the facts 
Stated above are then made by the coun- 
sel to the board: 
In these and other provisions the act makes 
clear the duty of the board to assume the 
general initiation and supervision of rapid transit 
work. The ‘‘ rapid transit ’’ mentioned in the 
act inclvdes future grants or franchises of prac- 
tically every character for the carriage of pas- 
séengers or freight at high speed, within the lim- 
its of the city, and especially any such granting 
to existing railroad corporations, 
The theory-of the act is thus plainly to be 
réad in its text: but it is also plain from the 
history of its passage and amendment, as also 
the public policy which dictated the legislation. 
The people of the city needed rapid transist, and 
Must continue to need more and more of it; its 
ovision involved the use of the streets; there 
ave been great waste and misuse of the street 
franchises of the city: the problem of interurban 
transnortation at high rates of speed, and es- 
eal the use of city streets for it, needed to 

dealt with by a board of the majority of fhe 
members of which should have no other pu 
function, and should by their especial study 
of this subject and by long experience, secure 
the city a systematic and farseeing treatment of 
the problem; other officers like the members ‘of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionmént afd 
the members of the Board of Aldermen weée 
chosen for a limited term: they had other im- 

rtant and engrossing official duties: the prob. 
em how best to use the enormousty ‘Valued 
street facilities of New York for the purpose of 
interurban transportation was a difficult, com- 
plex, and technical one, 


COMMISSION'S RIGHTS INFRINGED. 


From these considerations the counsel to 
the board deduce a clear-cut conviction 
that the Pennsylvania Tunnel bill is an 
infringement on the rights of.the Com- 
mission. Their exact language is as follows: 

It was for such reasons that the Rapid Tran; 
sit Board was established. It is clear, therefore, 
that any legislation beyond the already some- 
what inconsistent provisions of Section 73 of the 
Greater New York Charter, and which is if- 
tended or which may iimit or subordinate the 
function of that board or obstruct or Limit its 
powers to carry out general afd far-reaching 
rapid transit plans and generally’ to protect the 
rapid transit interest of the city, involves a 
repeal ‘to some extent of existing rapid transit 
laws. affects the powers and usefulness of a 
board, and should have its serious consideration. 


It is the clear duty of the commission, 
fay its counsei. to protest vigorously 
@gainst any contemplated abridgement of 
its powers. 
should do are thus described: 


+By way of illustration of the exercise of this 
duty of the board to watch and criticise legis- 
lation. we ref>r to its action in April, 1901. upon 
the bill to authorize the North River Bridge 
Company to build an approach on West Street, 
The board was not mentioned in the bill, 
nevertheless it félt bound to carefully consider it. 
It made forma! protest against the bill, pointing 
out that, if enacted, it *‘ would tend to oust the 
board from an important part of its great duties 
to the city and increase the difficulties already 
sufficiently great in the way of the provision of 
large rapid transit facilities." It submitted such 
test to the Governor. It attended before the 
yernor by a committee and by its couneel, and 
aoe him to veto the bill, as he afterward did. 
in May, 1991, when the Commissioner of 
Bridges sought legislation for the relief of the 
Seeseation at the Manhattan_terminus of the 
yn Bridge, the municipal authorities -sub- 
mitted the bill to the board for its consideration, 
and for the plain reason that although the board 
was not technicaily a necessary party, neverthe- 
Tees the legislation was such eas might affect the 
future of rapid transit. The board proposed an 
@mendment requiring its approval whenever pro- 
cenre under the bill might affect rapid transit, 
and the amendment was approved by the muni- 
cipal authorities.

maintaining intact the rapid transit acts. 
It then says: 

So the board has for a like purpose intervened 
before other authorities and the Legislature. 
Thus, when the State Railroad Board had be- 
fore it in 1900 the application of the New York- 
Brooklyn-Jersey City Company, the board, al- 
though not technically a party to such applica- 
tion, nevertheless examined the merits of the 
application, and having disapproved it, directed 
its President and counsel to present its objec- 
tions to the State Railroad Board, which they 
did, with the result that the latter board denied 
‘the application on express ground that to grant 
it might infringe upon the rapid transit interests 
committed to the Rapid Transit Board. 

Never before, say the counsel, has the 
Rapid Transit Commission been consid- 
ered otherwise than as a permanent body 
of experts. It was pointed out that this 
has been the case through the three city 
administrations presided over by Mayors 
Gilroy, Strong, and Van Wyck. The coun- 
sel then conclude as follows: 

We do not understand that we are called upon 
at present to express an opinion upon the so- 
called Pennsylvania Railroad bill or the New 
York Central Terminal bill. We are clear, how- 
ever, that so far as either of those bills affects 
the subject of rapid transit within the limits of 
Greater New York, it is the duty of the board to 
study them, and if it shall appear that, in the 
opinion of the board, the bills propose a reversal 
or radical modification of the policy of the city 
to the injury of rapid-transit interests, then that 
the board should submit its protest to the proper 
authorities, 

At the conclusion of the meeting Secre- 
tary Burroughs announced that the com- 
mission had instructed its counsel to appear 
before the Mayor this morning, and that 
they would be accompanied by President 
Orr. 


PRESIDENT CASSATT'S VIEWS. 


At the offices in this city of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad a typewritten statement 
was given out yesterday embodying the 
views of President Cassatt, who later in 
the day left for Philadelphia. ‘The state- 
tment was as follows: 

“Mr. Cassatt stated that much misap- 
prehension seemed to prevail relative to 
the so-called tunnel legislation. The Penn- 


sylvania Railroad Company only desire 
such legislation as will permit the granting 
of a perpetual franchise under which its 
system would furnish to the public, in con- 
junction with the Long Island Railroad 
Company. a central passenger station in 
New York City and a through rail connec- 
tion for its New England passenger busi- 
ness. The bill, in fact, takes no powers from 
the Rapid Transit Commission, and confers 
no powers upon.the Board of Aldermen 
which they do not now possess, excepting 
that it authorizes that board to grant a 
perpetual] franchise to tunnel roads extend- 
ine beyond the city. 

“Section 73 of the amended charter of 
Greater New York already gives authority 
to the Board of Aldermen to grant a fran- 
chise for the construction of tunnel rail- 
roads, the franchise being limited to fifty 
years. with the privilege of renewal for an 
additional period of twenty-five years and 
this without the intervention of the Rapid 
Transit Commission. The bill under discus- 
sion goes no further than this, as already 
stated, excepting that in the case of a cer- 
tain limited class of tunnel railroads—name- 
lv, railroads extending to points without 
the city—the period of enjoyment is [eft to 
the discretion of the Board of Aldermen, 
but with the’ distinct provision that the 
compensation to be paid the city shall be 
readjusted at intervals of not more than 
twenty-five years. Mr. Cassatt thought it 
would be admitted that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company could not. undertake 
such a project as it contemplates unless it 
secured a perpetual franchise. They were 
perfectly willing to pay the city proper 
compensation for any privileges granted 
and to have this compensation readjusted 
every twenty-five years.” 

Attention has been called to a letter from 
Mr. -Low which appeared in THe NEw 
York Times April 12, 1899, in which he took 
strong ground against the granting of per- 
petual’ franchises. It had been read the 
previous evening at a mass meeting in 
Cooper Union held in opposition to the 
granting by the city of franchises in per- 
petuity. Mr. Low was one of the Vice 
Presidents of the meeting, but was unable 
to be present.’ His letter of regret said he 
Was in entire sympathy with the demand 
that the road projected by the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission should if possible*be con- 
structed Dy the city and be the property of 
the city, 

“If this be not. practicable,”’ continued 
Mr. Low, *‘ the road should be constructed 
upon the.principles of the ground lease; 
that is to say, the franchise snould be 
granted for «. limited term.of years with 
provision for periodical renewals, at which 
time the conditions upon which the fran- 
chise may be enjoyed should be readjusted. 
One method for accomplishing this result 
has been carefully worked out in the Great- 
er New York charter. 

“It is my judgment that the city can 
much better afford to wait a few years 
longer for an underground road than to 
secure the road at once on undesirable con- 
ditions. It cannot be believed that our 
American cities will continue to part with 
the birthright that is theirs by making in 
the future as in the past perpetual grants 
of public franchises.”’

Say Chloroform Killed Mr. Rice. 
The prosecution in the case of Albert T. 
Patrick, charged with the murder of Will- 
fam Marsh Rice, practically compieted put- 
ting in its rebuttal testimony yesterday. 
Ho-day will see the end of the taking of 
testimony andthe summing up will be de- 
ferred probably until next week. Robert 
M. Moore, for the defense, will make the 
closing address for his side. He will prob- 
ably occupy most of Monday.

Recorder 
Goff in all probability will charge the jury 
on Wednesday, and the case probably will 
go to the jury on Wednesday afternoon. 
*Dr. Robert A. Hare of the Jefferson Med- 
ical College, Philadelphia. called by Mr. 


Osborne yesterday, declared that it was in- 
credible, in his opinion, tnat Rice could 
have had sound lungs, (as Dr. Curry testi- 
fied,) at 11 o'clock on the dav of his death, 
and have died of oedema of the lungs at 8 
that evening. The defense’s experts have 
testified in reply to Mr. Moore's hypothet- 
ical questions that oedema of the lungs was 
the cause of Rice’s death. Dr. Hare did 
not believe that the odor ci chloroform 
could be detected half an hour after its ad- 
ministration. From Mr. Osborne's hypo- 
thetical question Dr. Hare said he believed 
Rice died as the result of a chloroformed 
cone placed over his face. 

Dr. Hare, On cross-examination, said he 
had known the odor of chloroform to be 
distinguishable in a small room for some 
days. He did not believe dropsy contrib- 
uted to the death of Rice. He also thought 
that a chloformed cone placed over an old 
man’s face, as Jones says he placed the 
eone over Rice’s, would have caused death 
without a struggle, and without displacing 
the cone. 

Drs. Robert Coleman Kemp, Alfred E. 
Thayer, and Otto H. Schultze gave similar 
testimony. Dr. Kemp said death would be 
practically instantaneous by the adminis- 
tration of chloroform as Jones says he 
used it. 

Charles F. Jones, who admits killing Rice 
and says he did it at Patrick's instigation. 
was recalled and asked what kind of a 
beard Patrick had in August, 1900. Jones 
said he had none; that he was just begin- 
ning to grow one.

MAYOR'S SALARY BILL 
PASSED IN SENAT 


Vote of Thirty-four to Fifteen for 
the Reorganization Measure. 


Senators Grady and McCarren Attack 
the City Administration’s Attitude 
Toward the Board of Aldermen. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 20.—The bill sent to 
Albany by the Corporation Counsel with 
Mayor Low's approval, granting. to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment of 
Greater New York the right to fix salaries, 
was passed in the Senate to-day by a vote 
of 34 to 15. The bill was severely attacked. 
Senator Stranahan, who introduced the 
bill, explained its purpose. He said that be- 
fore the Tammany administration went out 
of power there was a reckless raising of 
the salaries of Tammany favorites. In 
many of the departments, there were sub- 
ordinates who were receiving a larger sal- 
ary than was paid to the head of the de- 
partment. The bill before the Senate was 
designed to give the Mayor and the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment the author- 
ity to remedy this intolerable condition. 
Senator Elsberg also spoke in defense of 
the bill. He said that hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars of the city’s money was 
at present being squandered in extrava- 
gant salaries ailowed to officials by the 
Tammany administration. Senator Donnelly 
said that the Board of Aldermen now had 
the power to reduce salaries, and the Stran- 
ahan bill clearly showed that Mayor Low 
had lost his power over the board. If it 
was right that salaries of certain officials 
of the City Government should be reduced, 
why, Senator Donnelly asked, could not the 
Mayor rely upon the Fusion Board of Al- 
dermen to do what was right and proper. 
The truth was, he said, that the purpose 
of the bill was not to reduce salaries for 
the sake of economy, but to use that power 
to force Tammany officials, protected by 
the civil service rules, out of office. Then 
the salaries could be raised again. 
Senator Fuller offered an amendment that 
nothing in the bill should apply to veter- 
ans of the civil war. Senator Elsberg op- 
posed the amendment, saying that its 
adoption would defeat the bill. The amend- 
ment was defeated by a vote of 30 to 17. 
A similar amendment offered by Senator 
Martin to exempt from the provisions of 
the bill all honorably discharged firemen 
was also defeated. 
On the roll call upon the final passage 
of the bill, Senator Grady took occasion to 
criticise Mayor Low's administration gen- 
erally. The Stranahan ‘*‘Sweep"’ bill, he 
said, was introduced in violation of the 
ante-election promises of the Fusionists to 
give a non-partisan administration. 
“While the Fusion Board of Aldermen,” 
said Senator Grady, ‘‘ came into office un- 
der a cloud owing to Mayor Low's charge 
of corruption, that charge has never been 
proved, and the members of the board are, 
therefore, entitled to the benefit of reason- 
able doubt. This bill seeks to take away 
from the Board of Aldermen one of the 
chief powers which the board was elected 
to exercise, and is, therefore, an outrage 
upon the principle of home rule, for 
which the Mayor was so clamorous before 
election. The bill is but another instance 
of the wonderful faculty for forgetting 
ante-election promises which the Fustonists 
possess. Betore election they were all op- 
posed to granting franchises’ for public 
utilities in perpetuity, and proclaimed the 
doctrine of municipal ownership. Since they 
nave come into power they have already 
voted for two important franchises in per- 
petuity, and are eagerly awaiting an op- 
portunity to vote for two more.”’ 
Senator McCarren said: 
“The bills reveal the real character of 
the ‘high priest of civil service reform,’ 
and—” 
“The bills in no way affect the civil 
service,” interrupted Senator Stranahan. 
*In their original form they did, but they 
do not now.”’ 
“I disagree with Senator Stranahan,” 
said Senator McCarren. *‘ These bills prac- 
tically suspend the operation of the civil 
service laws from January to May 1. I am 
glad that the Senator from the Thirty- 
seventh District avows the paternity of 
these bills, and admits that Mavor Low 
alone is responsible for them. When Mr. 
Low was a cahdidate he declared that he 
would lighten the burden of the taxpayers 
to the extent of $2,000,000, but he has since 
discovered that to be a physical, or, rather, 
a fiscal impossibility. He now wants to 
make a pretense at keeping his ante-elec- 
tion promises. 
‘**No one has any right to say that the 
Board of Aldermen would not concur in any 
proposition that might be advanced 
the Board of Estimate, I repeat that 
these bills will engender disrespect for 
civil service law. And if Mayor Low is 
really a reformer, I say that it comes with 
bad grace from him to stand sponsor for 
such bills as these."

A NEW JUDICIARY BILL. 


Senator Brackett Introduces It with the 
Governor’s Approval. 
Specie! to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 20.—Senator Brackett 
to-day introduced a new Dill relating to the 
judiciary. The bill has the approval of the 
Governor, and is intended to take the place 
of all the judiciary bills heretofore intro- 
duced. The bill provides that Justices of 
the Supreme Court may be assigned to the 
Appellate livision in the First and Second 
Departments upon the requisition of the 
Presiding Justices, and that at no time 
shall there be less than two trial Justices 
seft in any department. 

Senator Brackett attempted to have the 
bill advanced to third reading, but Senator 
McCarren objected. Gov. Odell, in speaking 
of Senator Brackett’s bill this evening, said 
it had his approval, and he thought it 
ought to do away with the objections which 
the bills previously introduced had ¢alled 
forth. The Governor said he had been look- 
ing up the Constitution, and had ascer- 
tained that his suggestion to designate 
County Judges to act as Supreme Court 
Justices temporarily was not a departure 
fro.» established precedents as had been 
claimed. However, he cared nothing about 
that, he said. 

‘IT have been charged with designs upon 
the judiciary," he added, *‘ when all I have 
ever sovght or cared to do was to remedy 
the condition existing in the First and 
Second Departments and prevent other de- 


partments from being subjected to hard- 
ship by the taking away of their Justices to 
relieve the congestion in court business in 
New York City. The present Brackett bill, 
I believe, will accomplish this result, and 
will at the same time leave the designation 
of Justices to serve in New York City to the 
Presiding Justices themselves. This ought 
to remove all cause of criticism.”’ 

The Gévernor said that all the other ju- 
diciary bilis now pending would be dropped, 
except the bill which had been sent to 
Albany by the New York Chamber of Com- 
raerce, and which provides for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to investigate exist- 
ing conditions in the First and Second De- 
partments.

PARK AVENUE TUNNEL: BILLS. 


Apgar and Bedell Measures Passed in 
the Assembly — Their Advance- 
ment Blocked in the Senate. 

Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, March 20.—The Park Avenue 
tunnel bills were passed by the Assembly 
to-day. The first bill taken up was the 
Apgar bill, which fixes May 1, 1905, as the 
date on which the use of steam in the tun- 
nel shall cease, but provides for extensions 
by the Railroad Commission upon reason- 
able grounds. Mr. Wainwright of West 
Chester offered an amendment in line with 
his original bill which fixed May 1, 1905, 
as the date on which the use of steam 
should cease, permitting an extension of six 
months only and providing penalties. Mr. 


Wainwright said that the Apgar billygave 
promise of no real relief. Mr. Finch of 
New York also spoke in favor of the 
amendment. The amendment was voted 
down and the bill was passed by a vote of 
88 to 30. 

The companion bill to the Apgar bill was 
then taken up. This is the bill introduced 
by Mr. Bedell, which amends the Railroad 
law in relation to changes in railroad ter- 
minal facilities and the structures con- 
nected therewith in cities of the first class. 
This bill was vigorously attacked by Leader 
Palmer of the minority and by Republican 
Assemblymen Blackwell, Bennet, C. Davis, 
Finch, and Newcomb. 

“This bill,” said Mr. Blackwell, ‘‘ comes 
here with the authority of Mayor Low and 
of the Corporation Counsel, but, neverthe- 
less, I condemn it as a bad bill. It is not 
intended to apply merely to conditions ex- 
isting with regard to the Park Avenue tun- 
nel. It is also in the interest of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company, the Manhat- 
tan Elevated Company, and the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company. Under the pro- 
visions ofthis bill the Mayor and the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
could give a franchise in perpetuity for the 
— City Hall Park as a railway.terml- 
nal.”’ 

Assemblyman Davis asked why the Dill, 
if it was intended to apply only to the Park 
Avenue tunnel, contained provisions which 
permitted a railroad to go into a public 
park or under a river. Another bad pro- 
vision of the bill, he said, was that it pro- 
vided for compensation in a lump ‘sum. 
New York City had had some very costly 
experience with such legislation as that in 
the past. 

Mr. Newcomb said that, much as the peo- 
ple of New York wanted to see the condi- 
tions in the Park Avenue tunnel remedied, 
he believed they would infinitely prefer to 
have no legislation on the subject. to the 
passage of the Bedell bill. 

The delegation from Buffalo objected to 
the bill because it included Buffalo. They 
said its passage would work great injury to 
the City of Buffalo. Mr. O'Malley of- 
fered an amendment to exclude Buffalo 
from the provisions of the bill. Mr. Bedell 
objected to this amendment because it 
might render the bill unconstitutional, on 
the ground that it was special legislation. 
The O'Malley amendment was voted down. 

When the two bills came over to the Sen- 
ate and an attempt was made to advance 
them to a third reading without their refer- 
ence to a committee, Senator Trainor 
blocked the Apgar bill's advancement and 
Senator Donnelly blocked the Bedell bill. 
They were both sent to the Committee on 
Railroads. This committee favorably re- 
ported them this afternoon, and they will 
go on to-morrow’s calendar.

Measure Permitting Certain Bond Pur- 
chases Passed in Assembly.

ALBANY, March 20.—Senator Krum‘s 
bill, which authorizes savings banks to tn- 


vest in the mortgage bonds of the Morris 
and Essex Railroad Company, the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, the United New 
Jersey Railroad and Canal Company, the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, and the 
Rhode Island and Pacific Roads, was 
passed in the Assembly to-day by a vote of 
109 to 22. 

Assemblyman Sanders said that a similar 
bill passed a few years ago had brought 
out charges of jobbery. Assemblyman 
Weekes said that the savings banks of the 
State had requested the passing of the bill 
and that it was in the interest of the de- 
positors. 


THEATRE TICKET SPECULATORS. | 


Dowling Prohibition Bill Lacked One 
Vote of Passage. 

ALBANY, March 20.—The Dowling Anti- 
Theatre Ticket Speculators’ bill came up 
in the Senate on final passage this morn- 
ing. It prohibits the sale of theatre tickets 


elsewhere at higher rates than are charged 
at the box office of the theatres, and the 
violation is made a misdemeanor. 

Senator Donnelly briefly spoke against 
the bill, saying that the measure was alto- 
gether too drastic. 

Senator Dowling defended the measure, 
and said it was designed to prevent extor- 
tion from theatre patrons. He said that 
many of the theatre managers were in 
league with ticket speculators and mulcted 
the publie with regularity. 

The bill failed to receive the constitu- 
tional majority necessary for its passage, 
the vote being 25 ayes to 16 nays. One 
more vote was needed to pass it, and Sen- 
ator Dowling moved that the vote be re- 
considered, and that his motion be laid on 
the table. This was done. 


CHARITIES BILL PASSED. 


‘Approved by Strict Party Vote of 30 to 
14 in the Senate. 


ALBANY, March 20.—The bill drafted at 
the instance of Gov. Odell, and affecting 
the management of the fourteen State char- 
itable institutions was passed by the Senate 
this afternoon by a party vote. 

The bill provides for the appointment of 
a fiscal supervisor, who shall receive $6,000 
per annum, and who shall be the purchas- 
ing and fiscal agent for all the charitable 
institutions. The measure was attacked 
when it came up on final passage by Sen- 
ators McCarren and Grady, and was de- 
fended by Senators Ellsworth and Brown.

DEFEAT OF CANAL BILL! 


Weekes Measure Voted Down in 
the Assembly. 


Test of Strength Came on Motion to 
Substitute the Davis Bill—Result 
Adverse to Legislation. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, .March 20.—Canal legislation 
received what is generally believed to be a 
knock-out blow in the Assembly to-day. 
The Assembly voted against the proposi- 
tion to amend the Weckeés bill so as to make 
it conform to the Davis bill, and then de- 
featéd ‘the bill. When the Assembly con- 
vened to-day the canal men had decided 
upon a plan of action. The plan was to 
throw over the Weekes bill for the Senate 
bill. When the Weekes bill was reached 
on the calendar, Mr. Weekes offered an 
amendment to the bill making it conform 
to the Davis bill, which carried no pro- 
vision for the improvement of the Oswego 
Canal. 

In offering the amendment Mr. Weekes 
made a statement to the Assembly, out- 
lining the views of those favoring canal 
legislation, upon the parliamentary situa- 
tion. The Senate, he said, had passed a 
bill introduced by Senator Davis which car- 
ried an appropriation of $31,000,000, and 
which in all respects was in line with the 
recommendations of the Governor. That 
bill was before the Assembly Committee 
on Rules. Despite the request of a ma- 
jority of the members of the Canal Com- 
mittee of the Assembly and of himself, 


the Weekes bill had been reported by the 
Committee on Rules instead of the Davis 
bill. It was now well known to the ad- 
vocates of the improvement of the canals 
that the Weekes bill could not pass the 
Senate, and that, even if it did, was unlike- 
ly to-receive the approval of the Governor. 
It was because of this well understood con- 
dition that the canal men in the Assem- 
bly had requested the report\of the Davis 
bill. That request had been ignored by 
the Committee on Rules. The only thing 
for those who desired canal legislation to 
do, therefore, was to vote for his amend- 
ment to conform his bill to the Davis bill. 

Mr. Palmer submitted two amendments 
relating to the canal bonds and the rate of 
interest. Mr, Kelsey offered an amend- 
ment for a Constitutional amendment to 
permit the State to build and maintain a 
double-track railroad along the bed of the 
Erie Canal. Mr. Burnett offered an amend- 
ment to improve the outlet of Canandaigua 
Lake. 

Before any of the amendments were voted 
upon, Mr. Weekes moved a call of the 
House. ,The canal men crowded about the 
Speaker's desk, keeping a close tab on the 
call. When they learned that Dr. Fuller 
had been excused to see a patient and that 
two other canal Assemblymen had been 
excused, a demand was made that these 
men be brought into the House. They were 
sent for, but while the Assembly was 
awaiting their return Leader Allds made a 
motion that further proceedings under the 
call be dispensed with. The motion was 
voted down. A moment later Mr. Allds re- 
newed his motion and demanded a roll call. 
The motion was carried by a vote of 75 
to 56. . 

Mr. Weekes’s amendment then came to a 
vote. A slow rollcall was demanded. Mr. 
Burnett of Ontario, who was leading the 
anti-canal forces, jumped to his feet be- 
fore the first name was called and advised 
all who were opposed to canal legislation 
to vote against the amendment.

Several of the 
New York members who had voted for the 
Weekes amendment voted against the 
Weekes bill. Among them was Mr. Weekes 
himself.

hem gave of their action was in substance 
the same. They said they were earnestly 
in favor of canal legislation, but they saw 
no sense in voting for a bill which they 
knew could not be passed in the Senate 
and would not be signed by the Governor 
if it were passed. They all declared that 
what they earnestly desired was an op- 
portunity to vote for the Davis bill, which 
offered the only real chance for canal legis- 
lation. 

Assemblyman Bennet of New York gave 
notice that on next Tuesday he would 
move to suspend the rules and discharge 
the Committee on Rules from the, further 
consideration of the Davis bill. Assem- 
blyman Gherardi Davis put in a request to 
the Committee on Rules to report the 
Davis bill. 


MR. NIXON AND MR. CROKER. 


New Leader Angered by Report that 
ex-Chief Still Controls. 


Lewis Nixon, leader of Tammany Hall, 
was ruffled last evening because reports 
have been spread abroad that Richard Cro- 
ker was still in control of Tammany Hall 
and of the political policy of the Wigwam. 
Mr. Nixon attributed all of these reports 
to enemies of the Democratic organization 
of New York County, and the word was 
passed around among the friends of Mr. 
Nixon that he had really made up his mind 
to combat Richard Croker if he ever tried 
to again take John Kelly's desk and “boss” 
the organization. 

During the past two months Richard 


Croker has kept up a correspondence with 
Lawrence Delmour and other old friends. 
To one he wrote about the Democratic Club 
and advised that the loyal men in the or- 
ganization should keep up their member- 
~~ and attendance at the Fifth Avenue 
clubhouse. Mr. Delmour received a letter 
from Richard Croker during the early part 
of this week. It was read by all the faith- 
er Discussing it last night, Mr. Delmour 
said: 

“This is the last I received from the 
‘Old Man.’ He says he is going to win 
many races in England. He says ‘ Stick to 
Nixon.’ The ‘Old Man’ wanted to get out 
of the leadership for many years. H¢ 
looked around .or a man who could take 
his place, and he made up his mind that 
Nixon was the man.” 

**Do you think that Mr. Croker will ever 
return to political power’’’ was asked. 

“IT don't know’ anything about that,’ re- 
plied Mr. Delmour. 

When.Mr. Nixon was questioned about 
the reports that Richard Croker was really 
directing the affairs of. Tammany Hall 
from his residence at Wantage, Berks, 
England, the new leader became incensed. 
He referred to the statements about Tam- 
many Hall and Mr. Croker’s probable re- 
turn to power in an offhand way, but he 
finally decided to make the following state- 
ment: 

‘So Mr. Croker has actually written to 
some of his old friends and asked them to 
visit the club! And this furnishes material 
enough for three columns of padded 
prophecy! Possibly the progress we are 
making in getting Democrats together has 
alarmed some of the.opposition. 

“The idea that.an understanding with 
Mr. Hill was arrived.at by Mr. Croker 
before leaving is absurd. I-know that Mr. 
Croker has retired from political leader- 
ship, but I do not feel it necessary for 
me to crucify such of his friends as are 
loyal to the organization to show to others 
that I believe in the,truthfulness and sin- 
cerity of his statements to me.

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RETALIATION FOR GERMANY. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will immediately pre- 
pare a list of articles imported into this 
country in which boracic and other acids 
are supposed to exist. This action the 
first step taken by the Government looking 
to retaliation for the German prohibition 
on the importation of meats containing 
boracie acid. Secretary Wilson this after- 
noon called on Dr. Wiley, the chemist of 
the department to prepare such a list 
at once, with a view to barring out all such 
products through the co-operation of the 
State Department. The directions as given 
did not specifically refer to any one 
country. 

Secretary Wilson this afternoon said: 
*Boracie acid applications have not been 
held by chemists generally to be injurious, 
but if the European Governments declare 
them to be injurious and bar importations 
containing such applications, this Govern- 
ment will have to follow’ with similar 
action. An examination will be made into 
these importations in which boracic, acid 
is known or believed to exist, and where it 
is found such importations will be ex- 
cluded.”’ 

Boracie acid is used almost exclusively 
in butter and preserved meat importations, 
according to the Department of Agriculture, 
The directions to-day contemplate instruc- 
tions to United States Consuls, wherever 
articles suspected of containing boracic 
acid are offered for sale, to refuse the 
usual invoices for such products. The 
Department of Agriculture shortly will is- 
sue a report which will give analyses and 
conclusions of investigations regarding 
adulterations found in products imported 
into this country. Among such products 
are mentioned sausages.

BERLIN, March 20.—Referring to a dis- 
patch from Washington, in which it was 
said that meat packers in the United States 
had petitioned the State Department to 
protest against the exclusion by Germany 
of meats prepared with borax, the Vossiche 
Zeitung remarks that the German Govern- 
ment knew what it -was doing when it 
forbade the introduction of meat thus pre- 
pared, and that hence any protest from 
Washington would be without effect. 


“ BUCKET SHOP” TAX STAYS. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—Senator Ald- 
rich, from the Committee on Finance, to- 
day presented to the Senate the report of 
that committee on the bill repealing the 
war revenue act, and thus made public 
for the first time the amendments to the 
bill suggested by the committee. 
many changes in the language of the bill, 
but except in one instance the intention 
of the House bill of«repealing the entire 
act is respected. The exception is the pro- 
vision in the eixsting Jaw providing for the 
taxation of ‘‘ bucket shops,’’ which pro- 
vision is left intact and the tax continued 
in_effect. c 

Senator Aldrich said before 
the report that he expected to call it up 
within a day or two, and ask the 
to act. It is understood that there will 
be no effort on either side of the Senate 
to amend the bill, and it is not expected 
that there will be any prolonged 
upon it. : 

The House provision authorizing the ap- 
pointment of ten additional internal rev- 
enue agents in connection with the rebate 
on tobacco on hand when the law shall go 
into effect is eliminated, but the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue is authorized 
to adopt such regulations as may be neces- 
sary to carry the provision into effect. 

The entire section of the House bill re- 
lating to the collection of taxes on inher- 
itances between now and July 1, when the 
provision will be repealed, is rewritten. 
The changes relate only to minor details 
of the administration of the law for the 
next three months. The committee also 
recommends the addition of a section pro- 
viding that the repeal of existing laws or 
madifications thereof embraced in this act 
shall not affect any act done, or any right 
accruing or accrued, or any suit or pro- 
ceeding had or commenced in any civil 
cause before the said repeal or modifica- 
tions,

William Collier’s New Play at Mad- 
ison Square Theatre. 


“ he Diplomat” a Success—The Bos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra's Last 
Concert for the Season. 


A.—Only the brave deserve the fair. 
No one else can live with them. 

A&.—If I were to raise your allowance 
5,000 a year, what would you do, eh? B.— 
I don’t do much now, but in that case I 
wouldn't do anything. 

A (just in from the opera, humming To- 
reador song)—Fascinating opera, that 
“ Trovatore."’ B.—‘* Trovatore!"’ It’s “ Car- 
men” you've been hearing. A.—Oh, yes! 
By De Koven, isn't it? B.—No. At least 
not yet 

These sayings are examples of Miss Mar- 
tha Morton’s new play “‘ The Diplomat”’ at 
its best. It is only necessary to imagine 
that they are delivered in the snappy ver- 
nacular of Mr. William Collier and his as- 
sociates to get the best possible idea of the 
entertainment last night at the Madison 
Square Theatre. 

Miss Morton's last previous performance, 
“‘Her Lord and Master,’’ now running at 
the Manhattan, is a play of serious preten- 
sions, ostensibly dealing quite gravely with 
vital social questions, and as such it fell 
short of the highest critical success because 
it failed to grasp firmly and truly the char- 
acters and the problems in hand. In * The 
Diplomat’’ the same material flimsiness 
but it is of less moment—or of 
no moment at all—because the play has no 
pretensions except to provide sparkle and 
froth enough to make up an evening—a 
very short evening—of diversion. 

Its nearest parallel are the so-called 
“character sketches,’’ or comediettas, fa- 
miliar to frequenters of continuous per- 
formances, which vaudeville artists evolve 
out of their inner consciousness to afford 
a favorable setting for their character spe- 
cialties, interrupted monologues, or acro- 
batic dancing. The play last night was less 
illiterate and less weakly absurd perhaps, 
but if it be judged at all, it must be judged 
as belonging to the same class. 

Ostensibly, of course, it is as the pro- 
gramme calls it, a comedy—even a comedy 
of manners. Its chief young lady is a very 
rich American heiress, pursued by trans- 
atlantic fortune hunters. Its chief young 
man (William Collier) is a sort of American 
Charles Surface, light and dissipated to the 
vulgar view, but with the sound heart 
which, as every student of the world of 
such plays was long ago aware, invariably 
underlies such a surface. 

There is a trio of adventurers bent on pro- 
moting various devices, from cigarettes and 
champagne to flying machines. Of course 
there are an errant wife and her young 
lover, who, with the characteristic furtive- 
ness of their kind always embrace as the 
cue for some one to enter suddenly upon 
them, and even give evidence of the dark 
secret of their infatuation when the stage 
is full of people. 

If this is not enough evidence that the 
play is a comedy, look at the list of scenes. 
The first act takes place in a drawing room 
on the Riverside Drive, New York City. 
To be sure, everything that happens might 
have taken place on Madison Avenue or in 
Denver, but is it not enough that the local 
color is in evidence on a back drop rep- 
resenting the North River. 

Quite similarly, the second act fs ina 
bachelor apartment, which, we are told, 
is in The Broadway, and this, as is furthe 
explicit on the programme, is in the Metro- 
politan Opera House Building. If one fails 
to divine the particular genius loci, one 
has only himself to blame for his ignor- 
ance of that particular building. And so 
the play goes. Names are named, and types 
are tinned—and instead of the life and the 
character that one might expect to follow 
one is given what is clearly far more en- 
tertaining, a sort of continuous vaudeville. 

It is a very excellent vaudeville, far and 
away above the wares of the roof garden. 
William Ccllier’s estimable Wildoatster is 
quite as racy and impertinent here as in 
“On the Quiet.”” His lines are as packec 
with epigram and swift repartee, he is as 
invariably whimsical and humorous in his 
attitude toward life. 

His performance is saturated with the 
local color that clsewhere in the play is 
confined to the back-drop and the printed 
on the programme. There are few

+ good fellows that make a more direct ap- 


peal to our liking, few with whom one 
would prefer to spend an evening at the 
Lambs—that is, his club, as Miss Morton 
is at pains to nominate—or, failing this, at 
he Madison Square Theatre. 

Mr. Collier was ably seconded by Miss 
Louise Allen, whose Daisy Darling of the 
Florodora’’ ballet—again the appeal to 
the genus loci—was signalized by a very 
good turn of dancing and an amusing char- 
sketch, that might, however, have 
with equal probability from Mr. 
Ade’'s ‘‘ Sultan of Sulu,’ now run- 
ning in Chicago. Mr. Collier and Miss 
Allen are rare partners, and their tum 
should amuse good houses throughout the

At the end of the second of the three 
Mr. Collier was repeatedly recalled, 
and in the end the following speech was 
extorted from him. “ Ladies and Gentle- 
men: I thank you very much. You've heard 
that before. I'm really very nervous, and 
if I had a good speech I'd put it in the 
next act.” 

The suggestion that the last act needed a 
bracing was borne out in the event. But 
that is not the chief significance of the 
speech. It gave color to a growing suspi- 
cion that Mr. Collier was responsible for 
much of the fun, both of the “ business "’ 
and of the lines. One ground for this sus- 
picion is that the play had frequent mascu- 
line turns of humor that have not been so 
strongly evident in previous plays of Miss 
Morton's. Another was that its raciness 
savored at times of something undeniably 
not feminine or refined. 

However deeply and hopelessly a man 
lcves a girl, for example, it isn't quite nice 
to take advantage of a fainting fit to kiss 
her repeatedly and with vehemence, even 
when, as happened last night, the audience 
knew all the time that she was shamming. 
That any one should feel this, perhaps, 
convicts him of squeamishness in humor- 
ous appreciation, but perhaps it also shows 
the extreme inadvisability of insisting on 
programme and backdrops that such stuff 
and nonsense, excellent as it undoubtedly 
was, is a comedy of New York life. The 
cast of characters was as follows:

THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 


When the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
gives its last evening concert, those to 
whom music is a blessing rather than an 
amusement feel that something very pre- 
cious has gone out of their lives. They 
vesien thameslvas tn the vleasures of mem-

ory and to patient waiting till the cycle of | 
the fleeting months brings Winter and 
melodious music to the surface once again. 
The last evening concert of the twenty-first 
season of this orchestra in New York was 
given at Carnegie Hall Jast night. With 
it the Boston Symphony Orchestra may 
be said to have come of age here. But, in 
truth, it reached maturity long ago. Its 
early days of struggle in Steinway and 
Chickering Halls will not be forgotten by 
those who helped it to fight the good fight 
for recognition. Mr. Gericke conducted its 
first concert here twenty-one years ago; 
he conducted last night. Meanwhile Mr. 
Nikisch and Mr. Paur have wielded the 
baton, and the orchestra has gone upward 
from Chickering Hall to the Metropolitan 
Opera House and thence to the Carnegie 
Building. And always its mission has been 
to preach the glorious gospel of musical 
beauty and truth, sometimes in vigorous 
peals, sometimes in softer and more se- 
ductive accents, but always with eloquence 
and convincing force. Therefore New York 
music lovers hail with glad acclamations 
its coming of age and beseech for it a long 
and splendid maturity. 

The programme last night consisted of 
Goldmark's ‘‘ Penthesilea"’ overture, Saint 
Siiens's third violin concerto, Ernest Chaus- 
son's symphonic poem, “ Viviane,’’ and 
Beethoven's eighth symphony. The solo 
performer was Mr. Timothee Adamowski, 
who has so long and so capably filled his 
post at the second desk of the first violins. 
The Boston Symphony orchestra is rich in 
virtuosi, and its conductor takes a natural 
and proper pride in permitting them to 
minister to our delight. Mr. Adamowski 
is a violinist whom it is always a pleasure 
to hear. He has a lovely‘tone, a solid 
technic, a graceful and polished style, and 
a musical mind. His performance last 
night was fully up to the standard which 
he long ago set for himself, and it was 
warmly applauded by the audience and by 
his fellow-musicians on the stage. 

The programme as originally announced 
gave Hans Koessler’s *‘Symphonic Varia- 
tions"’ instead of Chausson’s symphonic 
poem. No reason was assigned for the 
change, but it was not disagreeable. In- 
stead of a novelty, which might not have 
pleased, we had a composition heard once 
before and heard again with satisfaction. 
Of the performance of Beethoven's eighth 
Symphony only warm praise can be pub- 
lished, for the work is distinctly congenial 
to Mr. Gericke and was played by his men 
with most beautiful smoothness and clear- 
ness. The last matinée concert of the sea- 
son will take place to-morrow at 2:30. 
Mme. Schumann-Heink will be the soloist 
and the principal orchestral number will 
be Brahams’s symphony in E minor. 


THE LAST STUDENTS’ MATINEE. 


The tenth and last matinée this sea- 
son of the American Academy of Dramatic 
Arts held vesterday afternoon at the Em- 
pire Theatre was notable for the first pro- 
duction in America of two distinctly inter- 
esting pieces. ‘‘The Last Favor” (" La 
Ultima Limosna’”’) is a rustic comedy in 
one act’ with an interval, ‘“‘ translated and 
adapted’ by J. F. Nisbet from the Span- 
ish of José Echegaray. It is the story of an 
old Spaniard who falls in love with a rustic 
maiden and attempts to educate her to be 
his wife. The result is of course that the 
girl becomes unhappy, and it develops 
that she is really in love with a young 
blacksmith. The old man gives her up, 
and the young people are happy. This sim- 
ple story is told with a great deal of fresh- 
ness and charm, with delicate shades of 
character, sentiment, and pleasantry, not 
all of which came out in the acting. Alto- 
gether the play is as different as can be 
from ‘El Gran Galeota,” the work by 
which Echegaray is best known to New 
Yorkers. 

Of even more interest was the last act of 
Sudermann’s ‘‘ Thannes."”" As it happens, 
the act is capable of standing alone almost 
without detriment. It contains the greater 
part of the Bible story—Salome’s dancing, 
the exaction of the head of the Baptist, 
and the execution. The rather vivid mo- 
tives at play are credibly humanized, and 
the act ends in a very dramatic crisis. 
Salome in her pride has expected to make 
the Baptist sue for mercy, but when he 
hears that the Messiah has come he meets 
his fate with courage and dignity. Salome 
rushes off the stage to the execution, seizes 
the golden salver with the head on it, and 
dances with it in the rage of a woman 
scorned until, having dashed the head to 
the ground, she rushes upon the stage 
frantic with grief. The play ends amid 
the shouts of “ Hosannah!”" without, with 
which the Messiah is welcomed as King of 
the Jews. 

Besides these pieces there was given the 
prologue of ‘* The Pride of Jennico” by 
Egerton Castile, which was omitted as su- 
perfluous when Mr. Hackett produced the 
play, and a modern comedy in one act, 
‘The Kleptomaniac,’”’ by Margaret Cam- 
eron, both produced for the first time. 

Altogether the productions were well 
worthy of the position and the traditions 
of the institution. Finished or tempera- 
mental acting is hardly to be expected, and 
even correctness in speech is to be ob- 
tained only by hard schooling, but the 
work of Mr. Sargent’s pupils is always in- 
teresting, and the school is one of the few 
bright spots in the theatrical situation in 
America. There is a long way to go before 
the speech of our actors becomes univer- 
sally correct and pure, and their acting 
intelligent, either in this school or on the 
professional stage, but Mr. Sargent’s en- 
deavors are making it shorter.

AVERY ART COLLECTION SALE.

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Lots Opposite Vanderbilt Mansions 
Again Change Hands. 


Realty Corporation Purchases the Prop- 
erty on Which Apartment Hotel 
Was to Have Been Built. 


The New York Realty Corporation has 
bought from Stewart H. Chisholm the plot 
of five lots at the southeast corner of Fifth 
Avenue and Fifty-second Street, 125 feet on 
the avenue by 100 feet on the street. This 
property is directly opposite the Vanderbilt 
mansions, adjoins the new Union Club- 
house, and with the possible exceptions of 
the corresponding corners at Thirty-seventh 
and Forty-fourth Streets is the most valua- 
ble parcel of unimproved realty on Fifth 
Avenue. 

The price paid for it in the present deal 
has not been made public, but it may be 
stated on good authority that the figure is 
not far from $1,000,000. It is probable, 
moreover, that the apartment hotel project 
of Mr. Chisholm and his associates will be 
abandoned and that the New York Realty 
Corporation will resell the property to 
builders, who will erect thereon a group of 
fine private dwellings. 

This corner has had an tteresting his- 
tory during the last three years, not the 
least striking feature of which is that the 
plot was sold to its present seller by the 
old firm of Flake & Dowling, the members 
of which are now the Vice Presidents of 
the corponation which has just bought it. 
With the rest of the Roman Catholic Or- 
phan Asylum property in the block bound- 
ed by Fifth and Madison Avenues, Fifty- 
first and Fifty-second Streets, this corner 
passed into the hands of a syndicate head- 
ed by Charles T. Barney and George R. 
Sheldon in December, 1899, the considera- 
tion being a little over $2,000,000.

Twenty-five plaster copies of Jyerman 

sculpture comprise the gift of the German 

Emperor to Harvard University. The ear- 


| liest originals belong to the thirteenth, the 


latest to the eighteenth century. Al- 
though the casts themselves will not ar- 
rive till midsummer, photographs of them 
were brought by Prince Henry and 
presented during the visit to Harvard, when 
The statue 
of Frederick the Great by Schadow, (1764- 
1850,) erected in 1793 at Stettin, on the 
Baltic, shows the famous statesman and 
military genius in his cocked hat and a 
long cloak which touches the ground. He 
has his left hand on his hip and the right 
on a telescope, the end of which rests on a 
heap of books. The King looks up alertly 
to his left. Another piece is from the cele- 
brated equestrian statue of the “ yreat 
Blector,” by Andreas Schliiter, (1662-1714,) 
erected in 1703, which is often called the 
finest bit of monumental sculpture by @ 
Berlin. It stands near the old 
on the bridge named after the 
Elector. Schliiter was a genius who had a 
hard time at the Court, and finally left 
Berliz: in despair at the treatment he re- 
ceived. Schliiter also designed for the 
Arsenal in Berlin a number of remarkable 
mesks as decorations for the keystones of 
certain arches.

FRANCISCO, March 20 
cha against the Chinese Consul 
eral here, Ho-Yow, and designed also to in- 
Minister Wu Ting-Fang, all under 
of the Six Companies, are on file 
in the Foreign Office in Peking, said The 
Chronicle this morning. When interviewed 
in regard to the matter Ho-Yow said: 
the Minister has been informed by 
Foreign Office that charges are on file, 
telegraphed to me to investigate 
and learn their sources, There are a num- 
ber of charges, the greatest stress being 
laid on the allegation that I am not con- 
ducting the fight against exclusion as 
aggressively the complainants think I 
should. Another charge is that I amneglect- 
ing my official duties and not protecting 
the interests and welfare of my country- 
men. We were informed by the Foreign 
Office that the charges bear the imprint of 


the Six Companies. I informed the com- 
panies of this. They at once entered a dis- 
claimer on their minutes, and that dis- 
claimer will be forwarded to the Minister 
and by him to the Foreign Office. I have 
been informed that the signatures and im- 
print of the companies are forgeries. It is 
quite possible that the charges emanated 
from disgruntled Highbinders incensed at 
the efforts to stop their practices.”’ 
A prominent member of the Six Com- 
panies said: 
“We were informed that the charges 
comprised twenty-eight articles. One was 
the charge that a great deal of the Consul 
General's time was devoted to his racing 
stable, and that his jockeys wore the im- 
perial colors—yellow dragon jackets, The 
imperial Government will not permit this. 
“Then there were other charges of offi- 
cial and personal misconduct. he charges 
against the Minister were that he had pre- 
viously been notified of all this, but had 
failed to call the Consul to account, and 
therefore had shown neglect of his duties.”

The prin- 
ciples which have guided Russian policy 
since the beginning of the disturbances in 
China remain, and will remain invariable. 
Russia insists on the maintenance of the in- 
dependence and integrity of China, a friend- 
ly, neighboring country, as well as that of 
Korea. Russia desires the preservation of 
the status quo and general peace in the Far 
East, owing to the construction of the great 
Siberian Railroad, together with its branch 


line through Manchuria toward a port al- 
ways ice-free. Russia aids in the extension 
in these regions of the commerce and in- 


dustry of the whole world. Would it be to 
her interest to put forward obstacles at the 
present time? The intention expressed by 
Great Britain and Japan to attain those 
Same objects, which have invariably been 
pursued by the Russian Government, can 
meet with nothing but sympathy in Rus- 
sia, in spite of the comments in certain po- 
litical spheres, and in some of the foreign 
newspapers, which endeavored to present 
in quite a different light the impassive | 
attitude of the Imperial Government 
toward a diplomatic act which, in its eye, 
does not change in any way the general 
situation on the political horizon.”

readers of newspapers, English and Ameri- 
can. It. will, however, surprise most per- 
sons ‘to learn that the results have been 
accomplished at a financial expense which 
seems almost ridiculously small. Altogether 
only a little less than £6,000 has been laid 
out. Since the work was begun about £3,500 
has been raised by subscriptions from as- 
sociations and private persons, and Arthur 
Evans, who laid bare the magnificent pre- 
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historic palace which is believed to have | 
been the house of King Minos, has per- 
sonally provided £2,000. Rather more than 
the amount received has been spent, and 
the managers of the fund are now asking 
the British public for subscriptions, in 
order that the work may be continued. 

The claim is made that the recent dis- 
coveries in Crete have been actually revo- 
lutionary so far as the world's knowledge 
of prehistoric Greece is concerned. George 
A. Macmillan, Treasurer of the Cretan 
Exploration Fund, says the finds within 
the walis of the palace of King Minos have 
been of such a’ nature as to throw an en- 
tirely new light on the art and culture of 
the period in question. The frescoes found 
on the walls of the palace, and the painted 
reliefs in *‘gesso duro,” executed with a 
force and naturalness unparalleled until 
the great age of Greek sculpture, some 
ten centuries later, provide for students 
to-day an almost perfect picture of the life 
of that far away epoch. It is learned, in 
contradiction to all the theories of archae- 
clogists up to the time the discoveries were 
mude, that a highly developed system of 
writing existed some eight centuries earlier 
than the first written Greek monuments, 
and going back six or seven centuries be- 
tore even the first dated Phoenician script. 

It is believed that, if the work can be 
continued, students will ultimately possess 
a more intimate knowledge of the home 
life, the arts, sciences, religion, and laws 
of the contemporaries of King Minos—up 
to recently a merely mythological charac- 
ter—than is obtainable in regard to such | 
periods as the twelfth century. Even now 
the discoveries about what is known as the 
Mycenaean Age show that a highly de- 
veloped civilization stretched over the 
Aegean in pre-Homeric times.

Presiding Judge at Tweed Trial 
Succumbs to Old Age. 


Characteristic Utterances from the 


Bench—His Opposition to the Sa- 
loon and to Gambling. 


Noah Davis, 
the Presiding Justice of the Supreme ‘ 
of this county, died yesterday morning 
his home, 46 West Fifty-sixth Street, 
old age and bronchial trouble. 

Ex-Justice Davis was eighty-three years 
old, and for many years had been known 
for the remarkable manner in which he 
preserved his vigor. As a Judge Justice 
Davis was best known as the President 
the court before which William M. Tweed 
was tried and the Judge who pronounced 
sentence on that occasion. He also pre- 
Sided at the trial of Edward 8. Stokes for 
the murder of “ Jim” Fisk, Jr., and was 
attorney for Laidlaw, the broker's clerk, in 
his famous suit against Russell Sage. 

Ex-Justice Davis was born in Haverhill, 

H., Sept. 10, 1818, and was educated at 
Albion, N. Y., to which place his parents 
moved in 1825. He studied law at the Lima 
Seminary, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1841. He first began active practice 
at Gaines and Buffalo. In 1844 he formed 
a partnership with Sanford E. Church, with 
whom he was associated in Albion until 
1857, When he was made a Justice of the 
Supreme Court. He was twice re-elected 
to this office, but in 1868 he resigned to 
take a seat in Congress, where he served 
until 1870, when he was appointed by Presi- 
dent Grant as United States District Attor- 
ney for the Southern District of New York. 
He resigned this office in 1872, having 
been elected a Justice of the Supreme Court 
of this county. He was prominent among 
those who opposed the passage of 
cS force bill ”’ enlarging the powers of 
Supervisors of Elections. 

Justice Davis was a candidate 
ator against Roscoe Conkling and 
Greeley in the election in January, 1867, 
of a successor to Ira Harris. The first bal- 
lot stood: Davis, 52; Conkling, 51: Greeley,

When Garvey, 
the three-millior@dollar Court House plas- 
terer, told how Tweed had tried to buy 
Senate committees his counsel shouted, 
pointing to the witness. who was shifting 
about uneasily in his chair: ‘‘ Watch that 
man's face as he looks at Mr. Tweed!” 
When the lawyer had finished his outburst 
Justice Davis rapped for order, and then re- 
marked dryly: ‘‘Do you want me to ap- 
point somebody to watch his face?” 

When Samuel J. Tilden, the chief witness 
of the trial, was on the stand. Mr. Field 
objected to his explaining certain figures 
with the aid of an assistant, but the court 
ruled against him. whereupon Mr. Field 
eried: ‘‘ But, vour Honor, I submit * and 
here he broke off 

“That's right, Mr. Field,’’ 

Davis, “always submit. 
court.”’ 

The first trial of Tweed resulted in 
agreement, but on Noy. 19 he was found 
guilty of fraud, and sentenced by Justice 
Davis to twelve years’ imprisonment 
the Penitentiary, one year for each 
twelve counts out of sixty-four in the 
dictment against him. Two years 
however, the Court of Appeals decided that 
~ cumulative sentence was contrary 
aw. 

When the trial of Tweed first 
counsel asked Justice Davis to 
trial of the case transferred to 
Judge for the reason that the prisoner 
could not get justice before him because 
of certain influences brougnt to bear upon 
him. After listening to this strange re- 
quest Justice Davis fined two of the senior 
counsel for the defense $250 each for con- 
tempt of court. Elihu Root and Willard 
Bartlett were not fined, on account of 
their youth. 

In 1874 Justice Davis 
Justice of the Supreme 
retired from the bench in_ 1887, 
resumed the practice of law in partner- 
ship with Norman T. Marsh. The firm of 
Davis & Marsh was dissolved in 1901, when 
Mr. Davis retired. 

Noah Davis was 
intimate friend of Gen. Grant, and his 
personal counsel. He took great pride in 
the possession of the General's chair and 
desk, which he kept in his New York of- 
fice. He was last heard from publicly 
when he defended in a letter Supreme Court 
Justice Leventritt. who was mentioned 
harshly in resolutions passed by the Bar 
Association. 

Justice Davis was strong in his 
tion to the saloon and to gambling, and he 
was one of the signers of an appeal fot 
the suppression of gambling in which it 
was declared that gambling had ‘ corrupt- 
ed State Legislatures, municipal govern- 
ments, courts, and juries. and defeated 
the ends of justice in countless ways.’ He 
was always a great believer in outdoor 
exercise and regular habits. During the 
last few vears of his life he neither drank 
nor smoked, always went to bed by 11 
o'clock, and rose by 7 in the morning. 
He leaves an adopted grandson, Noah S. 
Davis, also a lawyer, and a son-in-law. the 
husband of his daughter, the late Ellen 
Davis Montgomery. 

Funeral services will be in Mr 
Davis's heuse to-morrow e\ at: 7:30 
o'clock, after which the body will be re- 
moved to Albion, N. Y., for burial 
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When the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court convened yesterday, Presid- 
ing Justice Charles H. Van Brunt ad- 
dressed the bar as follows: 

‘The court has the unplea 
announcing the fact of the death 
Noah Davis. He was a man who, whether 
on the bench or at the bar, attracted at- 
tention. He was a great lawyer, possessed 
of profound learning. His reasoning was 
close. his mind active, forcible, and vigor- 
ous. There are but few with whom I have 
been associated—and I was associated with 
him to a considerable extent—who have 
impressed me so much with their intellect- 
ual power. His retirement because of age 
was a distinct loss to the court, and the 
distinction of his services made the place 
which he vacated exceedingly nard for his 
successor to fill.

COLORADO FUEL. 


A four-point rise in Colorado Fuel yester- 
day, though a feature of the market, at- 
tracted much less attention than have the 
advances on previous days—this, for the 
reason that the rise was a gradual one, 
with none of the evidences of the manipu- 
lation which appeared earlier in the week. 
In explanation it was said that the Gates 
faction had accumulated their line of stock 
and that yesterday’s buying was for inde- 
pendent steel and investment interests. 

At the office of the company this state- 
ment was made in response to inquiries:

Our plants have been developed 
and perfected, and now we are able to turn 
out our finished products cheaper, we be- 
lieve, than any other company in the busi- 
ness—steel rails not excepted. We practical- 
ly do all the business there is to do west of 
Colorado, and we are not behind in the 
Eastern markets. y 

“Some days ago a party of Eastern 
capitalists made a thorough investigation 
of our plants and mines, but for what pur- 
pore we do not know.” 


NEW YORK AIR BRAKE, 
In the high-priced industrials the leader 
of the Jist yesterday in point of strength 
was New York Air Brake, which, having

scored a net’ advance of 5% points on 
Wednesday, further bettered its position 
by a rise yesterday of 2% points, closing at 
the best price for the day. 

An official of the company, commenting 
on the movement, says: 

‘Our earnings are on a very large scale, 
and all the assurances are that they will 
continue steadily to expand.

| Stockholders Support Him at Annual 


Meeting of Consolidated Railway 
Lighting and Refrigerating Co. 
The Consolidated Railway Lighting and 
Refrigerating Company held its annual 
meeting yesterday in Jersey City.
